Summary of Helos from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to the 21st October. There 
is little reliable news of any importance, 

We are again puzzled by contradictory accounts of the poli- 
tical situation. The Japan Times asserts, “on the best 
authority,” that Stotsbashi has fiually resigned the Shiogoonate, 
and that the Prince of Owari has been nominated to that dignity 
by the Mikado. According to the Herald’s account Stotsbashi 
is not understood to be disgraced, but to have voluntarily 
refused longer to occupy the seat of the rightful heir. “ Having 
taken office, on the death of the last Shiogoon, for the sole pur- 
pose of finishing the Chiosiu war and giving peace to his 
country, and having succeeded in accomplishing this end and 
obtaining the Mikado’s consent to favourable terms for the 
rebellious Daimio, he has now had afforded to him an admirable 
opportunity of displaying the purity of his motives and claiming 
the reward of true patriotism—the respect of his countrymen.” 
The whole of this story, however, is positively denied by the 
Japan Herald—also “on the best authority,” and private 
advices being equally conflicting, it is difficult to know what to 
believe. 

An interesting letter from Mr. Benjamin Seare, the Japanese 
Special Commissioner at Osaka, has been published in the 
Japan Times. Mr. Seare reached Hiogo on the 16th Sept , 
after a pleasant passage by a Japanese steamer, and afterwards 
proceeded to Osaka, His description of the site for the foreign 
settlement at this city is not very promising ; he says :— 

“On various parts of this concession is some very fine timber, all of 
which I understood the officers to say the Ministers had agreed should not 
be disturbed. Now taking away the space required for the bonded ware- 
houses, which here must become an iustitution, there will be 12,000 tsubos 
left; that is equal to 12 lots of bluff land lately sold at Yokohama. From 
this arithmetic you will, and so will the merchants of Yokohama, at once 
see that spacious houses, godowns, tea-firing plants, and racing stables will 
be here utterly out of the question. The location is as nearly as possible 
about the size of old Canton, and if accommodation is to be found for all 
comers they must be as thickly and closely resident as they were at the 
late Canton factories. Now I doubt not this report will be disappointing 
to many, but Ministers have without question selected the only and best 
place ; it is isolated, surrounded by water, and therefore, though accessible 
to the cargo boats, less liable to conflagration, and | suppose in winter 
time fires are very prevalent here.” 

Sir Harry and Lady Parkes, with a small party of friends, 
have just returned from a trip to Fusiyama. Lady Parkes is 
the only Englishwoman who has ever been upon the summit of 
this “ monarch of mountains” in Japan, 

We have to report the departure of H.M.S. Rinaldo and the 
arrival of the Pear/. General Guy has completed his inspectiou 
of the garrison, and returned to Hong Kong. 

A verdict of wilful murder was returned against Surie, the 
Dutchman who lately stabbed an Englishman in an affray, An 
engineer officer of H.M.S. Basilisk, named M‘Gehap, had com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself with a pistol.

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The Gazette says :—“ It is not generally known that a resi- 
dence has been prepared at Osaka for the British Minister, and 
that he willoccupy it for the first few months after the opening 
of the port. The hotel in preparation for foreigners at Yedo 
will soon be finished.” The Gazette adds that some foreign 
gentlemen who recently visited Yedo were pelted by the natives, 
and had to beat a retreat; which does not look promising for 
our future position there. 

At the date of the last accounts the court-martial on Captain 
Hodson, R.A., was still unfinished. 

The Japan Gazette says: “It is stated that Satsuma, Tosa, 
Choshin (of Simonoski notoriety), Canga, and others are so 
opposed to the go-ahead policy of Stotsbashi, and intrigue has 
so effectually done its work at the Court of the Mikado, that 
to prevent civil war much of that policy has to be reversed, and 
that Stotsbashi, refusing to eat his words and retract his 
promises, has resigned his office, and this has been conferred 
upon the young son of Prince Owari, a lad of thirteen years of 
age, in whose name the policy will be altered. This has reached 
us from several sources simultaneously, and in a manner that 
we find it very difficult to doubt. Yet we confess that we 
earnestly hope it is false.” 


NAGASAKI. 
From this port we have no news of importance. An attack 
by natives on two foreigners is reported, but does not appear to 


have been of a serious character. Large reinforcements of 


Japanese troops are said to have been ordered to Nagasaki, but 
for what purpose is unknown. 


CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent, writing from this port on the 12th inst., 
says :—On the 10th instant I advised an improvement in the 
piece goods market, and in British and American imports 
generally. The subsequent importation, however, of some 
20,000 pieces Grey Shirtings{ has weakened rates, and prices are 
to-day looking down. This fact alone shows clearly that the 
demand at: present existing is very inconsiderable ; as in former 
years at this season, such a@ small importation of Grey 
Shirtings would never have affected rates. Last evening’s 
quotation for best mark 84 Ibs. Grey Shirtings was only 
tls. 2.52. Owing torain and stormy weather to-day the traders 
are kept at home, and I am not aware of any change having 
taken place in the rates of other kinds of imports since writing 
to you two days back. There are a fair number of Shanse 
traders at present at Tientsin, and if they would only 
take it into their heads to operate, if only to a very small 
extent in comparison with former years at this,time, theyjwould 
easily clear off the whole of the stocks of British and American 
imports now in Tientsin. Even the Our Queen’s cargo should 
be consumed in their operations, without their being considered 
to have done anything like an average business, The Peking 
courier brings no news of importance from that quarter beyond 
the report of much sickness existing amongst the foreign com- 
munity. Mrs, Powles, wife of Dr. Powles, of H.B,M. Legation, 
has lately died at this place. This is the second death we have 
had this autumn ; and in a small community like ours the 
death of one of its members is felt personally by every one. I 
imagine we have now seen the last of the hot weather, which I 
may state has departed this season ten to fifteen days earlier 
than I remember it to have done in former years. 


CHEFOO. 

A sorrespondent of the North China Daily News writes :— 

“The rebels are said to be on the banks of the Grand Canal ; 
but at what precige locality is not stated. The distress amongst 
the northern population continues to inspire great alarm for 
the tranquillity of the country during next winter. Yet with all 
these difficulties on their hands, the Peking authorities keep up 
the old spirit of opposition to foreigners. There may be some 
exceptions ; but there is abundant evidence that the rulers of 
the State are not sincere in their professions of liberality to- 
wards Europeans, An instance of bad faith and stupid oppo- 
sition to the introduction of better ideas has lately come to 
light, which establishes leyond doubt the ascendancy of per- 
verse opinions amongst the influential statesmen of China: 
The affair to which I allude will be made publicin good time. 
Meanwhile it is a warning not to be too sanguine as to the 
Bpeedy conversion of mandarin to sane principles,” ; 
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HANKOW. 


The flood at Hankow has begun to subside. The water had 


fallen eight feet on the 18th inst. The Hanktow Times mentions 
the conclusion of the literary examinations in-Wuchang. About 


a score of persons died during their progress. A rumour has 
reached our contemporary of a revolt in the prefecture of Pao- 
ting, in the Pe-che-li provinoe. Official notice has been given 
by H.B.M. Consul that a discharge has been granted Mackellar, 
Gordon, and Co., the appellant creditors having failed to deposit 
the costs and security required by the Court within the time 
allotted. The appellants, with singular carelessness, delayed 
lodging the security till so near the time fixed that, while they 
declare they were in Court a few mioutes before nvon, the Con- 
sular authorities declare it was a few minutes after and conse- 
quently too late. Some further question, however,* may possibly 
arise on this point, as the creditors dispute the justice of the 
Consular decision. - 

The following extraordinary document has ‘been published, 
written by Mr. Gibson, lately Acting-Consul at Hankow, in the 
absence of Mr. Medhurst. This gentleman’s proceedings are so 
very uvlike a Consul’s, that it is to be hoped his senior will 
soon be back to his post. The Foreign-office, we fancy, can 
hold Mr. Gibson responsible if Sir R. Alcock cannot, and the 
sooner Lord Stanley sees the following the better for our 
national credit :— 

HANKow, Sept. 10tb, 1867. 

My dear Mr. Grason,—I take the liberty of asking whether I am rigkt. 
in thinking that the Court was adjourned only for the purpose of enabling 
Mr. Gordon to examine Mr. Crawford in reference to the books and to 
make such explanations as he may see fit. 

It will put me to inconceivable inconvenience to remain, but I shall have 
to remain unless I am satisfied that beyond Mr. Crawford's examination 
and Mr. Gordon's statement nothing will be done.—Believe me, yours very

Last night I received.a note from Mr. Mybuargh (note read by Mr. My- 
burgh himself). From what he says in that note, and from what he said 
in his speech to the Court yesterday, it is vain to conceal from myself 
that rumour has poured into Mr. Myburgh’s ears expressions entirely un- 
true and falsehoods utterly base. 

From what persons those uftrue expressions, those utterly base 
falsehoods came, I shall not stop to inquire; I not only sit here—on this 
seat—as a member of a profession which Mr. Mybargh has selected as his 
own, but I sit asa Coneular Judge to defend British law, equity, honour, 
honesty and fair transaction, though buffeted by falsehoods and even by 
senior brother’s suspicions and prejudgments. [I sit in this seat respon- 
sible to no individual ; I am not responsible to Mr. Myburgh ; I am not 
responsible to Sir Edmuad Hornby, the Chief Judge at Shanghai; I 
am not responsible even to the British Minister at Peking, Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock, for my conduct, acts, and my decisions; but to my God 
alone. 

May that Almighty Being, whose very essence is just, endue me with 
iis spirit ; and I call upon my country's character for intelligence, com- 
mon sense, sagacity, and moral integrity, to abide with me, so that my 


jadgment may be in accordance with strict justice and impartiality. 


NANKING. 
The examinations which have just been brought to a close at 
Nanking have attracted more than usual interest among the 
Chinese, and have also been of an unusually important 
character. No less than two thousand students were present, 
and there were double the usual number of successful candi- 
dates for Au-Jiu or “M.A.” degree. This was in virtue of an 
Imperial decree, issued in consequence of the shortcomings of 
the pazt years, brought about by the rebel disorders. 248 
students passed. While the examinations were proceeding as 
many as 75 competitors either died naturally or committed 
suicide in the hall. Cases of this kind are of ordinary occur- 
rence, but this year the number was surprisingly great. 
The Chinese method of accounting for {these misfortunes is 
highly characteristic. The victims are held to have 
been guilty of various improprieties, such as to disqualify 
them for advancement in military honours. They are, 
therefore, pursued by evil genii even to the Examination Hall, 
where vengeance overtakes them by fatal sickness or the deter- 
mination to commit suicide. No pity is felt for the unhappy 
men. Their bodies are removed by an underground way, as it 
is thought the sacredness of the main doors will be outraged 
by their being carried through them. It is strange to find the 
most respectable institution of China not free from those super- 
stitions, which seem to become mixed ‘up with everything 
else ; and some of the reputation of these celebrated examina- 
tions must vanish when such fables are known to be believed. 
We hear also upon good authority that the idea of its being 
perfectly im possible for there to be any false play is not founded 
upon fact; and that notwithstanding all precautions, it still

happens at times that a shuffling of themes is effected, and a 
clever, but poor scholar agrees to be “ plucked ” for a few taels, 


in favour of a less erudite but more opulent competitor. 


SHANGHAI. 

Advices hence extend to the 26th October. The mail of 
10th Sept. had not arrived, but telegrams to Sept. 24 had been 
received via Kiachta. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

A new sample of coal has been offered for sale—from Sagha- 
lien ; but it appeared to be of inferior quality, and was knocked 
down at 5.50 taels. Probably, however, it is merely superficial 
coal, and no true sample of the quality which the pits will 

ield. 

2 We understand that the committee for the assessment of 
Chinese houses have completed their labours, and that the re- 
sult shows a slight increase in value over the previous schedule. 
They have assessed twelve thousand houses in the English and 
Hongque settlements. 

We are glad to learn that a dispensary for the benefit of the 
Chinese has been opened, at the house in Hongque known as 
Dr. Boone's office, in connection with the Protestant Episcopal 
Mission. Dr. Macgowan kindly gives his services as consulting 

. 8urgeon, and a Chivese assistant is in regular attendance. The 
house is provided by the mission, but the medicines depend 
upon charitable contributions from natives and foreigners, which 
we have no doubt will be forthcoming. 

With reference to the discharge granted to Mackellar and 
Co., the Recorder says :— 

' Our readers have doubtless been somewhat astonished at a 
notification issued by Mr. Consul Medhurst to the effect that 
the discharge of the partners in Messrs. Mackellar and Co.’s 
has been finally granted. This, we are informed upon good 
authority, has been done under such peculiar circumstances that 
it is not likely the proceedings will be allowed to drop. The 
Chinese creditors were granted leave to appeal on condition of 
their paying certain fees {before noon on the 18th inst., and 
it appears they came a few minutes late, and found that 
the Consul had gone to breakfast. They waitedgpatiently, and 
on his return was informed that the appeal would not go for- 
ward to the Supreme Court, and that a discharge would be 
granted to the bankrupts. Weneed scarcely say this unplea- 
sant matter will be referred to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. William Chisholm and Mr. Frederick Dallas Barnes have 
been appointed joint agents of the P. and O. Company. 

The arrangements for carrying on the Shanghai Club have 
been completed. A secretary hus been appointed, and a con- 
tract concluded for supplying the cuisine department. Some 
complaints have been made concerning a tendency to the same 
indiscriminate black-balling which was so detrimental to the 
former club, but we trust this defect will be speedily remedied. 

The Supreme Court held a criminal session on the 7th Oct., 
specially to settle the fate of Drummond, alias Woodward, 
brought from Kiukiang by the Plymowh Rock under a warrant 
for his apprehension on a charge of swindling by obtaining 
goods on false pretences. A jury was sworn, and the court 
opened under the presidency of Acting Judge Goodwyn. But 
the prisoner gave little trouble. He at once pleaded guilty to 
the indictment on Messrs, Watson and Co.’s information, and 
was as promptly sentenced to three years’ penal servitude at 
Hong Kong. It would seem that Drummond anticipated a sen- 
tence of less severity than this, and begged hard that the six- 
teen days he had already been in custody might be allowed to 
count in. This the Court said wouid be irregular. 

A specimen of the depreciated value of land at Hankow was 
given a few days ago in the sale here of a 99 years’ lease of a 
plot of land on tbe concession, together with the dwelling- 
house, godown, stables, outhouses, &., for Tls. 5,500. The 
Hankow Times gives iuteresting particulars regarding the high 
floods which have again this season partially submerged the 
settlement. Great damage appears to have been done higher 
up the country. 

Sir Edmund Hornby has returned from Yokohama, so the 
Supreme Court vacation may, we presume, be now considered 
at an end. Several interesting cases await his decision. 

The following items are from the Recorder :-— 

It is with deep regret that we have to announce the death, 
after an illness of about nine days’ duration, of Mrs. Winchester, 
wife of C. A. Winchester, Esq., H.B.M. Consul at this port. 
Though only a short time amongst us, Mrs. Winchester, by her 
courtesy and amiabil:ty, had attracted to herself the affectionate 

regard of all in Shanghai, and her su death sl, ale gloom 
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over the settlement. On the 11th Oct. her remains were 
deposited in the old cemetery, when a very large number of 
residents paid a last sorrowful respect to oue whose memory 
will be long cherished by all who were so happy as to cnjoy her- 
acquaintance. 

An incident illustrative of the progress Japanese are miking 
in European science occurred on the 15th Oct., in the errival of | 
the steamer Cosmopolite, from Yokohama, entirely officere by: 
Japanese. The number of the crew is, however, somewhat 
large, there being no less than two captains, Ozagema and 
Ozagaro, twenty-four officers, sixty sailors, and twenty-two 
stokers, making a total of 108 men all told, to work a ship a 
little over 600 tons. 

We are informed that the British flag has, by direction of 
the Supreme Court, been hoisted on the derelict barque Siam ; 
any interference with it on behalf of the Bremen authorities 
will therefore become an international question. 

The launch of the str. Jessie, built by Mr. Lambert’ at 
Pootung, took piace on Oct. 16th. The Jessie is 75 feet long, 
14 feet beam, and of 20-horse power, She draws but a small 
draught of water, some two or three feet, and is expected to 
steam 8 to 9 knots per hour. 

Charles A. Winchester, Esq., H.B.M. Consul, has issued a 
circular convening a meeting of British subjects, to be held at 
the Consulate on the 26th October, to receive the report of the 
Church Committee. 

A Passiett correspondent says that rich gold mines have been ~ 
discovered in the neighbourhood of that port. The Russians . 
have stopped the works until the field shall have been properly 
surveyed. ‘The Governor has come down in person to inspect 
the mines, and is said to purpose letting them out, At present 
they are jealously guarded, artillery having been brought down 
to keep off intruders. 


FORMOSA. 

A. letter from Takao, dated 19th. Oct., noticing the loss of 
the Philomela, says :—‘‘ She encountered a severe typhoon on - 
the 20th September, and was driven on shore at Lokong, west 
coast of Formosa, to the north of this. Hundreds of Chinese 
boarded the veasel, plundering her, and destroying everything. 
within their reach. The crew were left almost naked ; even 
their hats and shoes were taken away. The mandarin of the 
place gave each uf the crew (21 in number) dollar, and gave- 
them a passage in a junk, which arrived here on the 17th inst., 
having called at one of the Pescadores for repairing the junk. 
The men proceed to Amoy immediately, in H.M.’s gunboat 
Banterer, which arrived this morning from the Bashees, baving 
landed safely at one of those islands the eight men wrecked 
some time ago at the south-end of Formosa.” | 





HONG KONG 

From this port our advices are to the 1st of November, four 
days later. The outward French mail of September 17 was 
delivered on October 31, conveying also telegrams fiom London 
to October 5. 

Amongst the passengers who arrived by the last English mail 
(says the Mail) was the Right Rev. Dr. Alford, Bishop of Vic- 
toria, accompanied by Mrs. Alford and family. In welcoming 
his lordship to this colony we express the views of a large num- 
ber of our readers to whom the appointment of Dr. Alfurd has 
given unmixed satisfaction. In so small a place as Hong Kong 
sectarian feeling has but little play, and is, we conscientiously - 
believe, never offensively exhibited. His lordship’s duties 
as regards church matters are likely to be light, but 
a vast field for the exercise of a wise and temperate 
advocacy of a truly Christian policy, both in and out of tha 
colony, and of that nameless influence which ability and straight- 
forwardness ever command, will be affurded him in his pew 
sphere of labour. Immediately upon his arrival his lordship 
proceeded to St. Paul’s College, where several of the clergy were 
waiting to meet him. The Rev. C. F. Warren then read an 
address of welcome, to which his lordship replied in a few words, 
warmly acknowledging the address, and thanking his clergy for 
the kind reception he had met with. On Sunday, Oct. 27, at 
St. John’s Cathedral, the right rev. gentleman was installed into 
office as Lord Bishop of Victoria. The attendance of the.con- 
gregation was exceedingly good. The service was unattended 
by any pomp or parade, but was eminently befitting the occa- 
sion, and calculated to give a favourable tmpression of the quiet 
and unassuming character of the new bislop, Several of the 
clergy of the diocese were present and took part in the pro- 
ceedings. 
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As a further illustration of the unwarrantable manner inp 
which merchant vessels are interfered with by naval officers 
(as exemplified in the detention of two mail steamers, recently 
referred to our columns) the China Mail relates the following 
incident :—" The Zrl King, on her last passage down from 
Shanghai, was induced by the firing of three rockets and the 
display of two blue lights, to return several miles on her 
course, in the belief that her aid was required in relief of a 
ship in distress. Much to the captain’s disgust he found that 
he had been signalled by a British man-of-war under the belief 
that he was going northward ; and that was all the explana- 
tion oftered.” 

We have to note the departure by the outgoing mail of a 
gentleman who has for some considerable time represented the 
leading German firm in China—Mr. Woldemar Nissen, of 
Messrs. Siemssen and Co. Mr. Nissen, during his residence in 
China, bas done much to engender not only a feeling of respect 
for his German countrymen among all nationalities in this 
part of the world, but has contributed greatly to the mutual 
regard between Germans and Englishmen, and his loss as a 
generous friend and honourable merchant will be much felt in 
the foreign community. 

We understand that Mr. Porter, late of Amoy, who had 
been appointed Commissioner of Customs for the Northern 
ports of Formosa, has resigned his appointment. Mr. Kopsch, 
Interpreter at Shanghai, has been appointed Acting Commis- 
sioner for the same ports. 

By the last mail arrived a gentleman sent out to superintend 
the removal and re-erection of the Cathedral organ, which is to 
‘be placed on the north side of the chancel, instead of in the 

organ loft as hitherto, When re-erected the instrument, which 
is a very fine one, will be considerably improved, as in addi- 
-tion to new finger boards one or two new stops will be fitted 

. and all existing defects remedied. 

The sum of $4,000 was recently awarded by H.M.’s Acting 

~Consul at Swatow, to the P. and O. steamer Cadiz, for having 
picked up the British schooner Zestless, from Foochow bound 
to Sydney with a cargo of tea, twenty-five miles to the south- 

-ward of Swatow, with lower and topmasts gone, and having 
towed that vessel to Hong Kong. 

In a notice that appeared in our last issue in reference to the 

. docksfat Kowloon, the name of the company should have been 
the “ Union,” not the “ Hong Kong and Whampoa,” Dock Com-

BANGKOK. 

We hear that the King of Siam has conferred upon Sir John 
Bowring the title of “ Phraya Siamitre Maha Yesa,” for services 
rendered to the Siamese. This is the highest dignity that can 
be bestowed on a foreigner. 

The Lammermuir, Captain Bell, a large vessel carrying some 
1,500 tons, has been fixed to land a general cargo outside the 
bar for England. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The news from this port is to the 8th November, five days 
‘Jater. Very little had transpired in the interval. The protest 
of the non-official members of the Legislative Council against 
the Supreme Court Bill is warmly supported by public opinion. 
The Straits Times says :—“ Considerable doubt has for a long 
‘time prevailed as to how the military defence for the colony, for 
which it pays the good round sum of £59,000, is to be consti- 
tuted. It was said that we were to have a wing of a European 
regiment, as well as two batteries of artillery and a company of 
Ceylon Rifles; but up to the present time no measures have 
been adopted to carry out this intention. There is no feeling of 
uneasiness whatsoever as to the strength of our military protec- 
tion, but in face of the remonstrance of our neighbours of Hong 
Kong to their paltry contribution of £20,000 to the enormously 
superior garrison which is maintained there, we may be excused 
the expression of some curiosity as to the nature of the force 
for which we are to pay three times the Hong Kong contribu- 

‘tion.” 

H.M.'s ironclad steamer Ocean arrived in this harbour on the 
23rd Oct., and for some days formed a considerable attraction 
to visitors. She appears to have encountered some heavy 
weather on the voyage out, but not to have suffered from 
it to such an extent as to cause any fear for our ironclad 
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Squadron on ocean voyages. However, ability to resist storms 
at sea is not the only qualification necessary for vessels destined 
for service in this part of the world, as was apparent to most 
persons who visited the Ocean while here. Whether from the 
amount of iron by which she was encased, or the narrow slits 
of port-holes on the gun-deck, the heat was intense; and to 
cramp up seven hundred to eight hundred men in such a ship, 
in such a harbour as this, is at least positive cruelty, it not slow 
murder—aud in most of the China ports during the summer 
mouths the heat is equally great. The Ocean has been the 
greater part of the voyage from Rio under cauvas, having sailed 
7,000 and steamed 2,740 miles. Her average rate of speed 
under sail has been 10, and under steam 13 knots. 

The Marine Court of Inquiry held at the marine magis- 
trate’s office respecting the stranding of the British barque 
Maggie Leslie, on the Alceste Reef, in Gaspar Straits, resulted 
in the cancellation of the master’s certificate for carelessness, 
At the time of the inquiry ‘the fate of the vessel was un- 
known in Singapore. 

The banks, with ‘the exception of the Oriental, have all 
reverted to the six months’ usance for bills on England; a 
measure which meets with general approval. 

We understand that Dr. Randall, R.A. has been appointed 
Colonial Surgeon of the Straits Settlements vice Dr. Rose who 
declined the appointment. The Colonial Assistant Surgeoncy 
at Singapore has been offered to Dr. Anderson of Penang, and 
that at Penang to Dr. King, at present holding the acting 
appointment. 
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JAVA. 
The Maggie Leslie, of Newcastle, Stephen, from Foochow to 
London, which was brought into Batavia derelict, Oct. 21, had 
been recommended by surveyors to discharge her cargo.

Note.—The foregoing exemption does not extend to any deed, instru- 
ment, or writing, executed by the Registrar of the Supreme Court as 
official administrator, or by a receiver appointed by any court; neither 
does it extend to a sale made for the recovery of an arrear of revenue or 
rent or in satisfaction of a decree or order of Court, in any of which cases 
the purchaser shal! be required to pay in addition to the purchase money 
the amount of the requisite stamp. 

When of several deeds, instruments, or writings, a doubt shall arise 
which is the principal, it shall be lawful for the parties to determine for 
themselves which shall be so deemed. 

In any case, however, where there are more deeds than one, every other 
deed than the principal requires a stamp of two dollars, and every 
such collateral deed shall specify by its contents which other is the prin- 
cipal deed. 

Any deed, instrument, or writing required by the foregoing schedule to 
be stamped may be written on one or more stamps if tho value of the 
stamps used amount to the value required by the schedule. 

*," An appendiz to the schedule states that for the first six months the 
duty on bank-notes shall be two-thirds of one per cent. per annum, and 75c.

Commercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

_ YoxoHama.— Yarns 28 to 32's have more than maintained their posi- 
tion, having been worth 74 to $75 during the fortnight; they have since 
receded, but at the close were firm at last mail’s rates. Stocks are now 
very small. There is a tendency to weakness in Grey Shirtings, but not 
fall has been established. Black Velvets continue in strong demand, but 
we cannot raise our quotation, and the demand for Taffachelass has con- 
tinued, some 12.000 pieces having been sold at the prices we give, which 
are unchanged from those of last mail. All other cottons are quiet 
and prices nominal. Woollens are slightly more depressed than 7 es 
the demand for SS Camlets being less brisk, and very little is doing in 
any other description of goods. Black and Scarlet Long Ells are almost 
the only exception to this remark; they have slightly improved. Quo- 
tations are :—Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $68 to 69; 28 to 32, $72 to 

74; 38 to 42, ¢74 to 75. Grey Shirtings, 7.0 Ibs. catty, $3.20 to 3.30; 
8.4 catty, $3.60 to 3.70; 8.6 to 8.8 Ibs., $3.70 to 3.75. 

SuawnGHal.— Soft Goods: A fair business has been maintained, Grey 
Shirtings the chief article dealt in, 8 1b. 4 oz. having the call, the lighter 
weights in less demand. White Shirtings: Small inquiry, and prices 
drooping. T-Cloths are still neglected. Woollens seem to have gone 
out of demand, sales being made with diticulty at unremunerative rates. 
Metals: There is no change to report, a current business doing at former 
quotations, with no increase to stocks sinc. our last. Iron Nail Rod still 
commands 280 to 200 tls. Coals: The Lota from Sydney, arriving on 
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the 20th October, increased the supply of Australian, and prices for this, 
Japan, and Formosa Coal, rule lower. The Russian Coal ex Hanover 
has been offered for public competition and knocked down at 5.5 tis. per 
ton. It appears to rank with Japan and Formosa yields. The quota- 
tions are:—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs, at 2.2.5 to 2.3.5 tls. ; 84 to 84 
lbs. at 2.5.5. to 2.6.2; 9 to 99 Ibs.

T-Cloths, 6 to 7 Ibe., 32 inches, 1.5.5 to 2.3 
tls. ; 8 to 8} Ibs., 36 inches,2.5to2.7 ts, - 

Hankow.—Since the 8rd October the business of this port has con- 
tinved in an unsatisfactory state. The demand has been chiefly local, and 
tightness of money in the city, and the reported weak state of many of 
the native banks, hive interfered corsiderably with credit. 

CanTon.— Very little has transpired in the import market during the 
fortnight. Rates for Cotton have ruled much as last advised, and Lead 
shows an upward tendency. 

Hone Konc.—Very large auction sales of sea-damaged Yarn have 
taken place, and aa goods of that sort have therefore been thrown 
somewhat in the shade; the biddings at the more recent auctions have 
shown a better demand, notwithstanding the large quantity sold, Settle- 
ments of about 100 bales of sound goods are also reported. Quotations 
last mail were almost nominal, and they cannot be advanced, although the 
market is certainly firmer ; this may have been caused in some measure 
by a demand which has ruled for the higher numbers of Yarn for ship- 
ment to Japan, about 800 bales of Nos. 28/32 and 38/42 having been 
shipped off during the month, An improvement in the demand for Grey 
Shirtings has also taken place, although no advance in rates can be re- 
ported. A fair business has, however, bcen transacted, chiefly in 8} Ibs. 
goods, at former currencies, and holders have been glad to meet the 
market. T-Cloths are likewise in a better position, being very scarce 
with an increased demand ; $2.80 to 2.85 is readily obtainable for 7 Ibs. 
goods, both on the spot and to arrive, although, in view of the large send- 
ings, the dealers will make no offers for shipments not yet due. ¢3 has 
been paid for some 7 Ibs, T- Cloths of superfine quality. White Shirtings 
remain a “‘ dead letter’? as before, and Fancy Cottons are also unchanged 
with little or no demand, Raw Cotton: The market has continued very 
much as before ; arrivals Lave been moderate, stock very large. Sales on 
about the same scale as last, and prices weak, though no material decline 
is noticeable. This dves not, however, apply to the finest parcels of 
Indian staple, for which the dealers pay fully $$ to 1 over the rate current 
for common qualities. There isa rumour that a rather serious combination 
is on foot among the cotton dealers; it is said to emanate from the Cot- 
ton Guild in Canton, and designs in a great measure to deprive Hong 
Kong of its character as a mart for the staple, by binding the dealers to 
purchase no more cotton at Hong Kong, but only to treat for it in Canton 
after thipment thence. It remains to be seen what will be the effect of 
this attempt to resuscitate the trade of that port at the expense of this. 
colony. Woollens: No improvement in the demand fer Woollens can 
yet be announced ; the market remains very flat, and although clearances. 
considerably exceed last furtnight’s, this has been effected chiefly by 
forcing off goods at a reduction in price. Metals: 10,000 bundles Nail 
Rod Iron have been settled (including 4,0CO * to arrive’) at former rates. 
Lead continues firm with a good demand in Canton. Coals: English 
Coals has been sold ex Godown, at $14 per ton, and three cargoes of 
Welsh and English ‘‘to arrive’ at $15 per ton. This indicates a firmer 
feeling in the market. Quotations are:—Cotton Yarn per picul, No. 16 
to 24, $165 10 175; No. 28 to 32, 180 to 190; No. 38 to 42, 185 to

SHANGHA1—Black Teas: For some days after the departure of the 
last mail the market remained quiet, with a weaker tendency; later on, 
business was resumed at higher prices, and since then the market has again 
assumed a quiet appearance, and rates are rather easier. The better de- 
scriptions of Tea have been bought at an advance of from 1 to 2 taels per 
picul; inferior kinds have risen in value about ] tael. The market is now 
several taels higher than it was two months since. The stock on offer is gene- 
rally undesirable. The settlements for the fortnight have been 9,600 chests 
at 113d. per ib. forcommon Hohow, Is. to Is. Id. for common to fair 
Oonam, Is, 14d. to 1s. 4d. for common to fair Ningchow, and Is. 24d. to 
Is. 43d. for common to fair Oopacks. Green Teas: An extensive busi- 
ness has been transacted, almost lia on New York account, at ad- 
vanced rates. Finest Moyunes and Teenkais have been taken up to 
44 taels per picul, and show a further advance of from 1 to 2 taels. 
Fychows have been bought at 28.2.5 to 36 taels, and Pingsueys for 
shipment to England at 29.2.5 to 325.0 taels. ingsuey Teas have 
rather yielded in value. Common Fychows drooped slightly, but have 
since recovered their former level. The stock is again increased, not- 
withstanding the large nature of the purchases. The settlements for the 
fortnight have been 56,000 half-chesta. 

Hankow.—Business has been restricted only by the firmness of holders. 
and the undesirable nature of the stock on offer, for a good demand has 
existed throughout the past fortnight. Prices of all kinds must be con- 
sidered one tael higher. Quotations were—Oopacks, common to fair, 
13.5 to 17.1 taelg; Oonams, common to fair, 11.2.5 to 14.5 taels. 

Foochow.—Congou: Setdements have been continued on a more mo- 
derate scale at very irregular prices. The inferior quality of the teas causes. 

urchases generally to show worse value than before. Souchong: Nearly 


000 cheste 2ave been taken at advancing rates, the larger proportion 
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being of common quality for shipment to America. Oolongs: About 
18,000 packages have found buyers at prices which show no material 
alteration on the opening rates for America, advised in the last report. 
Fiowery Pekoe: There has been some inquiry, and settlements amount to 
about 400 chests, Scented Teas: The unsold stock is now reduced to a 
little over 2,000 boxes, including dust. It is improbable that much more 
will come forward during the remainder of the season. 

Kivx1anc.— Black Teas: Between 5,000 and 6,000 packages had ar- 
rived from the country during the fortnight, nearly the whole of which bad 
been sent on to Shanghai, no settlements being reported, and only 1,200 
packages remaining in stock. Green Teas: Arrivals had been very heavy, 
amounting in all to 37,000 packages, some 11,000 of which had been 
bought on the spot at the equivalent of Shanghai taels 27 to 41 for com- 
mon Tuckhings to fine Moyunes. The reduction last quoted in medium 
kinds had been recovered, and an advance of fully one to two taels paid for 
fine Moyunes. The stock comprised only 4,700 packages. 

CaNTON.—Six chops of Country Congou have arrived at market since 
our last advices; one, a common u.ixed Qonam, has been taken for India 
at 21 taels, The stock consists of nine chops and a half, besides a chop 
of Canton-packed Congou, making an aggregate of 5,500 packages. In 
Country Greens there is no change to note. Canton-made Teas: A 
moderate business in Scented Teas has continued, and prices remain un- 
changed, and at a reasonable range, but the stock of leaf is much less 
plentiful. The Scenting Flower continues cheap; all reported settlements 
of Scenteds are intended for the London market. Quotations :—Country 
Congous, 21 taels; Canton Congou, 21 to 25 taels; Scented Orange

SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—During the fortnight only a moderate business has been 
transacted in the Silk market, owing to the unfavourable telegraphic ad- 
vices received from home within the past two weeks. Prices have again 
declined fully taels 15 to 20 for Market and lower Tsatlees, taels 10 to 
20 for Karshing Taysaams, taels 5 to 10 for ‘‘ Chin Cum” do., taels 15 
to 20 for Hainings and Yuenfas, taels 10 to 20 for Hangchow Tsatlees, 
taels 10 to 15 Sewhings, taels 20 to 25 fur Laeyongs—and at these 
reductions the market appears .weak, the dealers evincing great 
anxiety to realise before the arrival of further advices from 
England. The settlements are estimated at 3,000 bales. Of the 
transactions, a portion went forward on joint account with the 
natives, and a smaller proportion has been bartered against imports, so 
the actual purchases do not exceed 1,200 to 1,500 bales, and consist 
chiefly of the lower numbers of Tsatlees and Taysaams. The arrivals 
from the interior for the fortnight are estimated at Darely 1,000 bales, and 
from Hankow and Ningpo about 180 bales have been received; the un- 
sold stock, consequently, is reduced to about 4,000 bales, the greater pro- 
portion of which consists of the lower descriptions of Tsatlees, Taysaams, 
and Hainings, amongst which are many parcels much mixed with second 
crop and inferior silk.

months’ sight has not been obtainable as usual, and the banks therefore, 
whose self-imposed restrictions preclude them from buying six months 
paper, have been unable to operate in exchange. It is qaite evident that 
plese the allied banks desire to abandon all interest in the exchange busi- 
ness of Hong Kong they must revert to the six months’ usance. The ex- 

riment of the past year has preved a costly one, and in their own interests 
it is to be hoped that so clearly an error in judgment will be repaired before 
the commencement of another year. The estimated amount of business b 
the present opportunity amounts to about £470,000—say £150,000 Back 
paper, and £320,000 private bills. 

Bullion.— Since the departure of last mail, Bar Silver ta’the value of 
$300,000, has been received from San Francisco, the greater part of 
which has found buyers at 114 per cent. premium. There is now but: 
little left in the market, which is also quite bare of Sycee, and only a 
nominal quotation of 9 per cent. premium can be given. 

Shares.—The business of the fortnight in all descriptions of stocks has 
been on rather a limited scale. Old Bank, which were last quoted at 14 
per cent. discount, have gradually improved with only a few transactions, 
and are to-day in good demand at 4 per cent. premium, with no sellers. 
New Bank are wanted in large quantities at 2 per cent. discount, several 
large lots, however, have been settled during the fortnight at 14 per cent. 
discount, and there are now buyers at this rate. Old and new Whampoa 
Dock are in demand at quotations, but there are no sellers. There are 
buyers of Union Dock at 374 ed cent. discount, and one lot of five shares 
is reported during the fortnight at 40 per cent. discount. The report of 
the referees in regard to work on the dock of Kowloon has been published, 
and the former engineers discharged on the strength of that report. The 
shares however do not appear to have been influenced by this, and are firm 
to-day. There have been no transactions in steamboat shares. There are 
large buyers of Hotel shares at 70 per cent. discount, _but no transactions 
are reported for the fortnight. Holders are very firm in expectation of an 
improvement, since there is every prospect of the building being opened 
by the beginning of the year. .

Re tHe Bank oF HinpusTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN (LimiteD)—Ex 
PARTE J. M. SmitH.— This was an appeal from an order made by Vice- 
Chancellor Stuart on the 7th of November last. The above company in 
November, 1866, resolved on a voluntary @inding-up, and this winding- 
up was subsequently brought under the supervision of the Court. In 

ebruary, 1867, the liquidator brought an action against Mr. Smith upon 
a guarantee given to the company. This action was tried at the last 
Spring Assizes, anda verdict was found for the defendant, and a rule 
nisi obtained by the liquidator to set aside the verdict was, on the Sist 
May last, discharged. The costs of the action having been taxed, Mr. 
Smith, on the 23rd July last, signed judgment for the amount of taxed 
costs. A writ of fi. fa. was afterwards issued, under which the sheriff pro- 
ceeded to take the property of the company in execution. An arrange- 
ment was then made that the liquidator should set apart a sum to answer 
Mr. Smith's demand. The case was afterwards argued betore Vice. Chan- 
cellor Stuart, when it appeared that the company claimed a set-off against 
Mr. Smith in respect of some unpaid calls due from him, and they relied 
upon this as a defence against his demand. ‘They also alleged that execu- 
tion against a company in liquidation was altogether void under the Com- 
panies Act, 1862, sec. 163. On the other hand, as Mr. Smith's solicitor 
claims a lien for his cost of the action upon the sum found due for costs, 1t 
was contended that there could be no set-off. The Vice-Chancellor held 
that the set off must prevail, and from this decision Mr. Smith appealed. 
—Mr. Dickinson and Mr. Eddis appeared for the appellant ; Mr. Greene 
and Mr. Lindley for the respondent.— Lord Justice Lord Cairns said that 
two questions of considerable importance had been raised. (1) It was said 
that, under sec. 163 of the Act any execution against the company was 
void to all intents and purposes, and that, therefore, neither Mr. Smith nor 
his solicitor could substantiate any claim ; (2) that the solicitor’s right must 
be measured by that of his client, and that the company were entitled to 
set-off the cost against Mr. Smith’s unpaid calls. With respect to the 
second point, independently of the 163rd section, it was clear that in the 
view of a court of law there could be no s:t-off of a sum of money 
alleged to be due, but which had not in any action been determined to be 
due, and that, notwithstanding such claim, the defendant in the action 
would have been entitled to recover his costs by execution, and the Court 
of common law would recognise the lien of the solicitor on the sum 80 
recovered. In that state of things his lordship thought that Mr. Smith's 
solicitor was entitled to come to this court just as he might have gone to 
the court of law, and say that he was entitled toa lien oa the sum which 
bad been eet apart to answer the demand. Then it was said that the 163ed 
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section made the execution altogether void. His lordship would be sorry 
to decide that without greater consideration, as it was a question of ual 
great importance. If it were so, then, after a winding up had commenced, 
the liquidator might bring any number of actions against any number of 
persons, and if he failed, his suit being quite groundless, the defendants 
must still be told that the judgment in their favour was useless, and that 
they must go in and prove for their costs against the company’s estate. 
was not, however, necessary to decide this question. Even assuming that 
the 168rd section applied to an aggressive proceeding on the part of the 
liquidator, his lordship thought that it would still be open tothe defendant 
at law to come to this court and ask to have his costs paid to him out of 
the assets of the company ; and, if so, his solicitor was equally entitled to 
ask this Court to put himself and his client in the position in which they 
would have been if the execution were not technically void at law. There 
must, therefore, be an order for payment of the amount of taxed costs of 
Mr. Smith's solicitor out of the fund set apart by the liquidator, and he 
must have his costs in the Court below out of the same fund, but there 
would be no costs of the appeal. 

Tae JAPANESE Princu.—The Japanese Prince, Tokugawa Mimbut you 
has made a long inspection of the ships of war in the harbour and dock- 
yard of Portsmouth. The Prince, accompanied by Major Edwards, R.E., 
and M. von Siebold, interpreter, and suites, was received by Admirals Sir 
Thomas Pusley and G. G. Wellesley, C.B., Flag-Captain Hon. F. B. 
Seymour, C.B., Flag-Lieutenant Roger, and other officers, the Japa- 
nese standard being at the same time rub up at the main royal masthead 
of the Port Admiral's fagship, under Royal salutes from the guns of Her 
Majesty's ships Victory, Duke of Wellington, and St. Vincent. The 
Serapis screw Indian troopship, was the first object selelected in the yard 
for the Prince’s inspection. The magnificent proportions of this noble 
treop transport and the luxurious completeness of all her fittings were 
highly appreciated. On leaving the Serapis the Prince was conveyed on 
board the Royal Sovereign turret-ship, at her moorings up the harbour. 
Some time was spent on board this vessel in exhibiting to the Prince the 
mode of working the guns and turrets in action. The third turret was 
manned and revolved to different angles of fire with bulwarks down, the 
loading motions (in blank of course) and all parts of the drill being gone 
through. On leaving the Royal Sovereign the Prince was conveyed on 
board the gunnery ships Excellent and Calcutta, Captain A. Houd, C.B., 
and here astay was made of considerably upwards of an hour, the Prince 
exhibising much interest as the various descriptions of ship's ordnance, 
from the 12-ton rifle on its costly iron carriage and slide, down to the 
latest converted ‘‘ Palliser,” were explained to him by the officers of the 
gunnery establishment. Some very effective shell firing was made from 

e port broadside of the Excellent at 1,200 yards range, in independent 
firing and in volleys. On leaving the Excellent the Prince proceeded to 
the Admiralty-house, the official residence of Admiral Sir Thomas Pasley, 
where he took luncheon. After luncheon the Prince, accompanied by 
the same officials made a tonr of the dockyard, and went ou board the 
armour-plated hydraulic propelled gun vessel Waterwitch, the armour- 
plated turret-ship Scorpion, and other vessels; afterwards visiting the 
woodmills, where Brunel’s wonderful block-making machinery was seen 
at work in all its marvelluus efficiency and accuracy of motion. The 
steam factory with its noble collection of machinery was visited, and 
thence to the armour-plate workshop was but a natural sequence. The 
last part of the dockyard visited by the Prince was the great iron foundry, 
and there he stayed sufficiently long to see several lots of molten iron 
drawn off from the cupola furnaces and poured into a row of large moulds, 
which stood in readiness for the operation. On leaving the Serapis and 
the Excellent, and on several occasions through the day, the Prince ex- 
pressed, through M. von Siebold, his gratification at the courtesy and atten- 
tion shown to him. It may also be observed here that every official who 
came in personal contact with the young Prince on board any of the ships 
or in the workshops of the yard was much impressed by his evident keen 
intelligence, and the shrewdness and pertinence of the many inquiries made 
by him through his interpreter. 

RoyaL GeocrapuicaL Soctety.—In addition to the letters respecting 
Dr. Livingstone read at the last meeting of the society, an interesting and 
important memoir “ On a Journey through Central China, from Canton 
to Hankow,” by Mr. A. S. Bickmore, was read and discussed. The 
author left Canton on the 7th of August, 1866, with the intention of 
following a route proposed for a future railway to Hankow, via Quei-lin 
and the banks of the Siang affluent of the Yang-tze. Travelling up the 
Si-kiang to Wu-chan, he ascended the Cassia river to Hingnan, and near 
that place found that this northern affluent of the Canton river was con- 
nected by an artificial canal with the great Siang river, flowing northward 
into the Yang-tze. It being autumn, and the season unusually dry, the 
upper courses of both the Cassia and the Siang were encumbered by 
rapids ; at other times he believed it would be possible to travel from Can- 
ton through the interior of China to Shanghai in the same boat. Near the 
populous city of Quei-lin Mr. Bickmore narrowly escaped massacre at the 
hands of the unruly populace, notwithstanding the protection afforded him 
by the Mandarins. The whole country had been in a state of anarchy 
since the Taiping rebellion, and even boats belonging to the Imperial 
Government, with Mandarins on board, were frequently plundered by 
hordes of ruffians on the banks of the river. Thenceforward his Chinese 
guides kept him closely confined in his boat, that he might escape obser- 
vation and reach the Yang-tze in salety. The canal connecting the 
Yang-tze basin with that of the Si-kiang can only be used by boats draw- 
ing 2ft. of water. The water is kept in by dams built across wherever a 
rapid would occur, and allowing an escape only through a small gap deep 
enough for a single boat to pass. At Sichang, on the Siang river, are 
situated the principal coal mines of the region, and some 50 boats were 
seen loading. The mines are nothing more than deep pits in the sides of 
the hills, and consequently only surface coal is obtained. It is to be 
expected that better coal would occur below the water level, but as soon 
as the miners come to water they are obliged to abandon the mines for 
want of proper pumping apparatus. From Sichang to Monkden, north of 
Peking, there is a continued series of coal mines on the flank of the eleva- 
tions that form the western border of the great plain. A striking spectacle 
was presented, on arriving at the Tung-ting lake, at the junction of the 
Siang with the Yang-tze. A heavy northerly wind had been blowing for 
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six or seven days, and few or no boats had been able to proceed; 9 
southerly breeze then set in, and all the boats that had been harbouri 
in many creeks and bays came out, and at sunrise such a sight was obtain 
as could only be seen ina land where the population is numbeted by the 
hundred million. As far as the eye could reach the surface of the lake 
was thickly feathered with white sails, some in sunshine, some in shadow, 
and some in the dim distance apparently gliding on a thin film of air above 
the water. 440 boats were counted in sight at one time. The Poy 
lake, lower down the river, ia of the same character. It has been nailood 
that these great lakes have near them a group of high mountains; this is 
only another way of stating that where there bas been an unusual elevgtion 
there has been a corresponding depression. The president explained that 
Mr. Bickmore was a young American traveller of high promise, who had 
been occupied during three years in exploring the islands of the Malay 
Archipelago, and had finished his travels by passing through this unfre- 
uented part of China,—unvisited by Europeans since the days of the old 
“ope a traversing Mongolia and,Siberia from Peking to St. Peters- 
urg. 

Postat Seavicé To Curwa via Taigsts.—By a Treasury warrant in 
the Gazette it is directed that on every letter not exceeding half an ounce 
in weight transmitted between the ports of Trieste and Alexandria by 
Austrian packet boat, and further transmitted between Suez and any port 
in the East Indies, China, Australia, or New Zealand by British packet 
boat, and on every letter not exceeding half an ounce in weight posted at 
the Austrian post-office in Alexandria, addressed to any place in the East 
Indies, China, Australia, or New Zealand, there shall be on every letter 
exceeding half an ounce in weight (wo rates of postage, and on every 
letter exceeding one ounce, and not exceeding one ounce and the half of 
another ounce, three rates of postage; and on every letter, if exceeding 
one ounce and the half of another ounce, and not exceeding two ounces, 
four rates of postage; and for every additional half of an ounce in weight 
of any letter above the weight of two onnces there shall be charged one 
additional rate of postage, and every fractional part of such additional half 
of an ounce in weight shall be charged as an additional half of an ounce 
in weight. 

Cuina Grass.—The Duke of Devonshire has addressed the following 
letter to the Times on this subject :—‘ Sir,—More than a month since a 
letter appeared in the Zimes, signed ‘J. Westmoreland,’ asking any of the 
9,000 who had tried the Chinese grass seed to give their experience on the 
subject. I think it, therefore, only due to the much-maligned Mr. Hallett 
to send you mine. I wrote for a Is. parket of seeds, which unfortunately 
were not planted for more than three weeks after the time mentioned in the 
instructions. However, they quickly ‘entered an appearance,’ grew, and 
flourished, without any further care or attention; and at the end of last 
month the canes (of which there are from three to six on each plant) were 
nine feet high, with large heads of seed on them, which I fear will not 
thoroughly ripen owing to the late planting. Had they done so I should 
say some of the heads would have borne as many as 5,000 seeds. I think 
very few of Mr. Hallett’s adversaries would care to face him armed with one 
of the canes, which are large in proportion to their height.” 

Mr. WHALLEY AND OUR REPRESENTATIVE IN CuINa.—Mr Lowe, a 
short time since, made a speech in which he held upto ridicule the ignorance 
which prevails in reference to geography—and especially that of our own 
colonies and possessions —amongst the public generally and members of 
Parliament particularly. Mr. Whalley has just proved that the charge 
(as far as regards honourable members) was not unfounded, for, in the de- 
bate on the Abyssinian expedition, he expressed a hope that our forces 
would take permanent possession of some island on the coast, in order to 
secure a safe residence for our national representative “as we had already 
done in China.” It would seem, therefore, that Peterborough’s zealous 
member is under the impression that Sir Rutherford Alcock resides at 
Hong Kong, and also that his ideas as to the ownership of the islands in 
the Red Sea are still somewhat obscure. 

APPOINTMENTS.—The Queen has been pleased to appoint Edward 
Barnett Anderson Taylor, Esq., to be a member of the Executive Council 
of the Bahama Islands; Phineas Ryrie, Esq.,to be a member of the 
Legislative Council of the colony of Hong Kong; Charles Packer, Esq., 
to be a member of the Council of the island of Barbadoes; and Claude 
Augustus Champion de Crespigny, Esq., to be a member of the Legislative 
Council of the island of Labuan; Edward Thornton, Esq., C.B., now Her 
Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the King of 
Portugal, to be Her Majesty’s Envoy Seog a and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary tothe United States of America; John M'Kinnon, Peter Smyth, 
William O. Heffernan, Samuel Creelman, Daniel M’Niel Parker, and 
James Frayer, Esqs., to be members of the Legislative Council of the 
province of Nova Scotia, in the dominion of Canada. 

RELIGION FoR THE CHINESE.—A new religion was recently inaugurated 
at a meeting held near Lincoln’s Inn Fields, the fundamental rule of which 
was declared to be the cultivation of filial piety and brotherly love, without 
at the same time requiring of the members any particular unity as to 
matters of doctrine or faith. Various resolutions were discussed and 
passed, and finally it was agreed upon that a new church should be erected 
for the cultivation of the above form of religion. This is certainly coming 
very near the Chinese view of religion, and it might be predicted that mis- 
sionaries sent by this body to China would meet with much greater success 
than bave those who have hitherto been sent. On the other hand, it would 
not be unreasonable to look forward to the arrival at no distant date of 
some bouzes as a “‘ deputation” to this new body of co-religionists. At 
all events, Chinese classics and ethics will now rank high with at least one 
portion of the Christian world. 

MAcHINERY FOR JAPAN.—The Marquis d’Estel, formerly an officer of 
the French navy, director of the arsenal which is being founded at Yoko- 
hama by the Japanese Government, arrived at Havre a few days since to 
superintend the loading of a French vessel, the Fabius. Her cargo will 
consist of numerous machines for working metals, an apparatus for masting 
vessels, and some improved cannons, with their supplies of cylindrical and 
conical shot. The vessel in question will very speedily leave for Yokohama. 

Tue Stonewall, ironclad steam ram, transferred by the U.S. Govern- 
ment to Japan, bas reached Monte Video on her outward voyage. Letters 
received thence state that she is a failure as a sea-going vessel, and that 
her commander despairs of getting her safely to Japan. 
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Banxgurtcy Court.—In ag Epwarp TigRNAN.—The bankrupt, 
wh> was a tea broker of Great Tower-street, applied at a former sitting 
for an order of discharge. His Honour, having taken time to consider, 
now gave judgment. The petition in this matter was filed so long since as 
-November, 1866, and a great deal of evidence had been taken ; but having 
-given his very best attention to the fects, he was of opinion that the op- 
‘position had not been brought withia the 159th section of the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1861. The Court must be careful in the application of that section, 
-and to say that the present case was within the statute would be to decide 
-contrary to every rule of construction. What was the evidence? The 
bankrupt had large loan transactions with Agra and Masterman’s Bank ; 
‘he applied for cash advances, and, as security for them, he deposited 
warrants, which were kept ina strong box, to which he, as well as the 
‘Dunk, had access. It was alleged by the bank that the bankrupt had 
‘abstracted from the box warrants of the value of between £10,000 and 
¥€ 12,000, and if he did 80 unknown to the bank that would be a very gross 
‘and wicked act, for which, possibly, he might have been indicted. But 
‘that was not the question for his determination ; the sole point was whether 
‘the bankrupt had brought himself within the 159:h section of the Act. In 
opposition it was contended that the bankrupt had contracted the debt due 

“to Agra and Masterman’s Bank at a period when he could have had no 
reasonable expectation of making payment ; but his Honour could not 
follow that argument, and although there was a great deal to be regretted, 
and which bore adversely to the bankrupt, there was nothing to bring him 
within the statute. The order of discharge would, therefore, be granted. 
THE Suez CaANAL.—The Government tug Prompt, recently despatched 
‘from Engtand to assist in the embarkation of the Indian troops at Suez, 
‘ws conveyed through the new Suez Canal to the Red Sea. After having 
been lightened as much as possible, even to the removal of the paddle- 
wheels, a number of empty casks were placed under her, and in this 
‘manner she reached Suez. 


THE MAIL SUBSIDIES. 


(TIMES.) 
The contract recently made by the Government with the Peninsular and 
- Oriental Company for the conveyance of the Eastern Mails was on 29th ult. 
approved by the House of Commons, It was, however, severely criticised, 
and the motion of approval was not passed without a division. It is un- 
dvubtedly true that the terms of the contract could not be justified on strict 
commercial principles, but, as we recently explained, the answer is that, 
having regard to the nature of the service, and, mvreover, to the compe- 
tition fostered by foreign Governnients, it is impossible to be guided by 
purely commercial principles. The question happens to be further illus- 
trated at the same moment by the case of another great company, which 
has hitberto been responsible fur the conveyance of the mails to the oppo- 
site quarterof the globe. For the last 28 years the Cunard Company have 
maintained the mail service between Liverpool and New York, and have 
conducted it in a manner as honourable to the country as to themselves. 
According to notice, this contract would terminate at the close of the pre- 
sent year, and the Government have been endeavouring, as in the case of 
the Eastern Mails, to obtain some advantages to the public by offering the 
service to general competition. Wery similar difficulties have arisen, and 
here also the Government have found it necessary to retain the services of 
the old company. The new arrangement, however, is as yet only made for 
a short time; and the terms are much more favourable to the public than 
in the former instance. The nature of the negotiations has been briefly 
stated in the House of Commons; but the subject is of sufficient interest to 
justify some further explanation. 

Anticipating the close of the Cunard contract, the Government, as we 
have stated, invited tenders, but they proposed that the remuneration for 
the service should be on a totally different system from the present. As 

‘Inatters now stand, the Government pay a fixed subsidy to the Cunard 
,Company for the performance of the service, and charge their own rates 
of postage. For the future they proposed that there should be no regular 
system of subsidies; but that shipowners should make tenders to convey 
the mails on particular days of the week, receiving the sea postage. Any 
arrangement of this sort would only concern the mails from this country, 
and the United States would be left to make similar arrangements for them- 
‘selves on the other side of the Atlantic. The answers received tu this pro- 
posal were as disappointing as in the case of the Eastern mails, In point of 
fact, there is one important condition of the service, for which not a single 
offer would have provided. The greater part of the correspondence of 
this country with the United States is habitually posted on the Saturday, 
and leaves Queenstown on the Sunday. But of the various competitors 
‘the North German Lloyd's Company offered for Tuesday, the Messrs. Inman 
for Thursday, the National Steamship Company for Friday, and an offer 
- from the Hamburg- American Company was equally defective. The proposed 
‘New system, therefore, was for the moment impracticable, and the Post- 
office had to face the prospect that at the end of the year the commercial 
community might suddenly find they were unable to despatch their lettere 
in the same way as before. 

The Cunard Company had not sent in any tender under the scheme of 
-the Government, being satisfied that when redaced to the test of practice 
it would not work, and they had actually begun to dispose of their fleet. 
‘The Government had, however, left an opening for offers varying from 
their own proposal, and the company expressed their willingness to pro- 
pose a contract of the same character as the present one, but on lower 
terms. As their own plan had failed, the Post-office had practically no 
alternative but to consider this offer. The company then proposed a con- 
tract for a fixed sum, to last eleven years. Here, however, a new difficulty 
arose. The Government had been carrying on negotiations with the United 
States, and it appears that they were, for the moment, committed to a 
postal convention founded on that principle of sea postages, instead of a 
subsidy, which had just broken down. It was, therefore, impossible for 
them to enter upon any such lengthened contract. In this emergency they 
availed themselves again of the services of Mr. Scudamore, who had just 
rendered so much assistance in the arrangement with the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company. This gentleman was associated, on the part of the 

_ Cunard Company, with Mr. Burns, to whom Mr. Hunt paid the compliment 
of saying that he had met the Government ‘in what might be described 
as & public spirit.” We are happy to say that between these two gentle- 
men an arrangement has been made which will serve at least to tide over 
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the immediate difficulty. Thé company have agreed to continue the ser- 
vice for one year, for the sam of £80,000. This is considerably less than 
their present suvsidy, and they also engage for a weekly, in place of a 
fortnightly, service to New York. Some details of the arrangement remain 
to be completed; but these are its most important particalars, and the 
matter is practically concluded. 

It will be seen that, under the circumstances, the Government had hardly 
any choice but to come to some agreement with the Cunard Company ; 
but apart from this, the arrangement cannot, we think, be received other- 
wise than with satisfaction. In the manner in which the mails are now 
carried to North America the public enjoy, at all events, one great advan- 
tage. The Cunard Company performs the service with the most admirable 
efficiency and liberality. Complaints were made of the indifferent rate of 
speed which the Peninsular Company offer to maintain in their service to 
India, and of the opportunity afforded by the contract for unpunctuality. 
No similar complaints can be made against the Cunard Company if, as we 
believe, they engage to maintain the service with the same efficiency as 
before. It is a boast of which they may justly be proud that in the course 
of the twenty-eight years during which their contract has lasted they have 
never failed to start their vessels at the appointed time, unless detained by 
the Government, and have never lost a passenger or a letter. They ‘pro- 
vide, in fact, the finest packet service in tlra world, and it is a fair ground 
for congratulation that an enterprise in which all Englishmen ought to feel 
a pride is sustained by the present arrangement for at least a short time 
longer. It would be melancholy to hear, as it seems we were nearly 
doing, of the dispersion of this noble line of steamers. For this fine 
service, however, the country mustexpect to pay. No company, looking 
to purely commercial objects, would stert ships in all weathers, steam 
at full speed in all seas, especially acress the Atlaxtic, and despatcn ships 
in equal numbers all the year round. It is but reasonable that a company 
should have some compensation fur auch a disregard of the ordinary rules 
of commercial economy. Yet it is certainly of the utmost importance 
that our communications with North America should be as regular and 
frequent as possible. Independently of the demands of commerce our 
relations with the United States’ Government may at any time need the 
greatest speed and security in the transmission of despatches to our 
Minister at Washington; nor should it be forgotten that we have an im- 
portant naval station in North America, and, except by contract, no 
steamer could be expected to go regularly to Halifax. Both the French 
and the German Governments are doing everything in their power to en- 
courage and maintain transatlantic postal services, and the French 
Government in particular has contracted for a postal service to New York 
for a period of upwards of 20 years, at the rate of nearly double the sub- 
sidy which is paid to the Cunard Company, even under their present con- 
tract, besides advancing 10 millions of francs, to be returned in 20 years, 
without interest. We are, however, in possession of the Atlantic; and all 
must be glad to learn that, even with a reduced subsidy, the Cunard 
Company are prepared to hold their own. The Government have another 
year in which to review their engagement with the United States and to 
reconsider the question. But if at the end of the year they are led to 
make a further contract with the Cunard Company, we shall rejoice for 
the maintenance of an enterprise which at once confers a great benefit on 
the public service and maintains the position of the country in a field 
peculiarly its own.

The Cracker, 2, twin-screw composite-built gun vessel, 464 tons, has 
been launched from Portsmouth dockyard, in the presence of Admiral Sir 
Thomas S. Pasley, Rear-Admiral G. G. Wellesley, C.B., the chief officials 
of the yard, and a number of visitors. The vessel was named by Miss E. 
Murray, the youngest daughter of Mr. Andrew Murray, the engineer in 
chief of the dockyard and steam factory at Portsmouth. The Cracker has 
joined the flotilla of gun vessels now completing their outfit for foreign 
service. These latter comprise the twin-screw Ringdove (of the Plover 
class), 3 gans, 666 tons, 160-horse power; the Avon (of the Cracker 
class), 2, twin screw, composite built, 464 tons, 120-horse power, and the 
Pandora, 5, screw, 426 tons, 80-horse power. Her Majesty's composite 2, 
gunboat Dwarf, designed by Mr. W. Ladd, master shipwright of Woolwich 
dockyard, has been launched successfully from her building slip. Colonel 
Suther, Colonel Second Commandant of the Royal Marines, is appointed 
to succeed Colonel Connelly as Commandant of the Woolwich Division of 
Royal Marines. 

According to the Army and Navy Gazette, the health of Admiral Sir 
Charles H. Freemantle is in such a precarious state that the Lords of the 
Admiralty have arrived at a decision, as he can never again serve afloat, 
to remove him to the Retired List. This step on the part of their Lord- 
ships, is deserving of commendation, as officers in the junior grades will 
now be satisfied that even-handed justice will be meted ont to all classes, 
as hitherto there has been a feeling prevalent that there was one law at 
Whitehall for the admiral and another for those below him in rank. The 
removal of Sir Charles will promote Vice-Admiral the Earl of Lauder- 
dale to be an admiral, Rear-Admiral Kellett, C.B., to be a vice-admiral, 
and Captain John W. Tarleton, C.B., to be a rear-admiral. In conse- 
quence of these changes, Mr. Corry will have in his gift the appointment 
of admiral-superintendent at Malta Dockyard, the post of comptroller- 
general of the Coast-guard, and the distinguished situation of a naval 
aide-de-camp to Her Majesty the Queen. 

The bursting of the 124-ton smooth-bore gun on board the Wivern is 
thought to be an encouraging and comforting accident. What reliance 
are we to place in these built-up 12-ton gans ? No one will say the Wivern 
would be very effective without any guns at all, and such buratings, though 
‘‘ there’s nobody hurt,” are not much more exhilarating than the develop- 
ment of an enemy’s shell. Let us remember that the cast iron American 
guns—not the Parrotts, or the rifled guns—do not burst. They are cer- 
tainly gaining character in face of much opposition and prejudice, although 
they may not be all the Americans say they are. 

Intelligence has been received at the Admiralty of the safe arrival of 
Her Majesty's ironclad ship Ocean at Batavia on the 15th ultimo, all well. 

Her Majesty’s screw troopship Serapis, Capt. Soady, according to exist- 
ing arrangements, will sail from Portsmouth for Alexandria with troops 
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for India as follows:—Four batteries of the 8th Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
and detachments from various regiments. 

Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to approve the 70th (Surrey) 
Regiment of Foot being permitted to bear om the colours the word “ Gua- 
daloupe,” in consideration of the distinguished part taken by the flank 
companies in the recapture of that island in 1810. 

Even the Swedes, who are not likely to have much to say to Abyssinia, 
even if another Charles XII. come to vex the Scandinavian soul with 
thirst of glory, have got leave to send out three officers with the Abyssinian 
expedition. The Prussian has already taken the field, we believe, and the 
head-quarters of Sir R. Napier promise to be Bableish. They will not be 
very far from Babelmandeb at all events. The numerous amateurs who 

. are going out for sporting purposes will be very much disappointed if they 
think they will be let go out shooting on the skirts of an army in the field. 

Staff-Commander Henry A. Moriarty, C.B., commanding the screw 
store frigate Fox, who rendered such important services in the laying of 
the Atlantic Cable, has, we understand, been appointed by the Admiralty 
Seeond Master Attendant of Portsmouth dockyard, vice Sturdee, retired. 

The finding and sentence of the general court-martial which assembled 
at Chatham, under the presidency of Col. C. Louis, for the trial of Capt. 
Charles Loftus Tottenham Usher, of the Chatham division of Royal 
Marines, was promulgated on the 7th instant. The prisoner was tried for 
being drunk at the Royal Marine Barracks, Chatham, on the afternoon of 
the 20th ult., he being at the time in uniform. The Court found the pri- 
soper ‘‘Guilty,” but in consideration of his Jengthened service, and also 
the high character given him by the numerous officers called for the de- 
fence, including several members of the Court, on the occasion of his 
trial, he was only sentenced to be placed at the bottom of the list of 

<captaina of the Royal Marines Light Infantry. 

The iron armour-plated screw steamship Agincourt, 26, having under- 
gone sundry minor alterations, was removed to the Steam Reserve in 
Hamoaze, where ahe will remain until oppertunity offers for reducing her 
masts from five to three. 

The following is a report on the competitive firing of the Chassepot 
and the Carter and Edwards’ rifles at Hythe:—“ The first trial was at 
200 yards, quick firing. The resnlt was in favour of the Chassepot as re- 
gards accuracy, and of the Carter and Edwards for celerity of firing. 
Taking the merits of the two weapons together, there cannot be a doubt 
of the advantage of the Carter and Edwards over the Chassepot. The 
latter, after the 13th round, became fouled, and had to be cleaned out, 
while the Carter and Edwards fired 50 cartridges without being cleaned. 
After the quick firing the trial was resumed at 400 yards. The Chassepot 
was cleaned out and put in perfect order by the armourer at the range, 
-and at the end of the seventh round it showed signs of fouling in the 
breech arrangements sufficient to cause some difficulty in working it, and 
at the end of the 13th round it was so fouled as not to explode the car- 
tridge, and therefore became useless. The Carter and Edwards rifle had 
a cartridge burst in the breech, and on examination of the breech the cap 
was thrown out and no ill effects were produced. ‘The rifle appeared as 
meady for further use as at the commencement, a single wipe of tow 
having been sufficient to clean the fouling from the barrel. The Carter- 
Edwards rifle was sent down to Hythe in a rough and unfinished state, 
not browned, and with the sighting ‘all astray,’ and was fired at the 200 
yards range with 100 yards sighting. It has proved itself a thoroughly 
good weapon, under all circumstances, no matter how rough the manu- 
facture. The small screw in front of the face of the bolt, however, in the 
present weapon showed a decided tendency to unscrew and cause the arm 
to miss fire. This, it is suggested, might be removed from the front to 
the rear of the bolt, which would prevent the risk alluded to. It is also 
-euggested that, before issuing the rifle for general use, it should be pro- 
vided with a chamber, the expanding part of which should be slightly larger 
than the cartridge, so as to admit of a more easy mode of extraction, as the 
cartridges at Woolwich are now made witk a little overlap. The system 
of ‘grooving,’ used by Mr. Ashton, the armourer at Hythe, which has a 
special degree of advantage in not fouling readily, and which is one of the 
‘greatest defects in smallbores, is recommended to be adapted for the rifle, 
and a slight alteration to render the ‘ grip’ more firm.”

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
; HamsunreG, December 7. 

The general Budget of the North German Confederation for 1868 has 
_jast been published in the Bundes-Gesetzblatt, or Federal Gazette. The 
revenue and expenditure are made to balance with the sum of 72,158,243 
dols., but as the estimated receipts fall short of the requirements by 
mearly twenty millions of dollars, the deficiency is to be made up by pay- 
ments from all the States composing the Confederation, in the ratio of 
the number of their population. Under the head of Federal Consulates 
the sum of 77,000 dols. is put down for salaries, 25,000 dols. for official 
expenses, and 50,000 dols. for the dotation of Consulates to be created, 
making together 152,000 dols. These are to be annual, and in addition 
there is a charge “‘ for once only ” of 35,000 dols. for the erection of a new 
building for the Consulate-General at Alexandria, and 20,000 dols. for 
the purchase, alteration, and suitable fitting up of premises for the Con- 
sulate-General in Japan. Hamburg has some reason to grumble at the 
demands made on her finances by this Federal Budget, in which she 
figures as having to pay 710,160 dols. as averesum or contribution in lieu 
of Zollverein duties, 607,500 dols. as her share of the military expenses of 
the Bund in time of peace, and 195,925 dola. as her quota of the deficit, 
making together 1,518,583 dols.; whilst all that she gets credited for is 
27,620 dols., her share of the estimated surplus of the Federal Post-office, 
though as the reduction of the rates to one uniform penny postage comes 
into operation on the let of January next, it appears a great question 
whether there will be any surplus at all to divide in the firet year. At 
all events the lose of revenue derived from the Hamburg Poat-office be- 
comes a serious event, as it has hitherto brought in a clear profit of about 
150,000 dols., which she in future will have to sbare with the other States. 
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For several years past the finances of Hamburg have been in a very pros- 
perous condition, leaving a clear surplus of abont a million of dollars; but 
in the Budget for 1868, just laid before the Btirgerechaft, the items for 
Federal purposes are of such formidable magnitude that the account closes 
with a deficiency of a million and a-half of marks currency. 

Mr. James Murray Forbes has been appointed Consul at Canton, under 
the Consulate-General at Shanghai, for his Majesty the King of Sweden 
and Norway. 

COMMEBCIAL. 

A decidedly better feeling prevails in the produce markets generally, 
consequent on the increased prospects for the preservation of peace. Rice 
continues in favour, and the transactions of the week have been so numer- 
ous and extensive that the diminution of the stock is beginning to be 
seriously felt, so that many orders could not be executec. Cassia Lignea 
is again higher, the last parcel in the hands of importers—700 chests ex 
Peru, from Canton—having been taken at 13 sch. Banco per Ib. Cassia 
Flores in good demand, and rather higher prices paid. Pepper sells easily 
at firm rates. Spelter alone is neglected, and no sales have been effected ; 
purchases might probably be effected at lower figures than hitherto paid. 
Discount 23 to 3 per cent.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rotreapas, Dee. 7. 

My supposition that the Second Chamber of the States General would 
not approve of the Budget for the Department of Foreign Affairs has been 
realised. After a very sharp debate, in which strong objections were 
made to the diplomatic behaviour of Mr van Zuylen, the Budget was 
rejected by 38 ayes ayainst 36 noes. Immediately after the Budget 
was outvoted the Minister for the Home Department declared, in a spe- 
cial Council, which lasted but a few momengs, that it was resolved that the 
whole Cabinet should tender its Jresignation, considering the vote which 
had taken place, in conjunction with the debates which preceded it, asa 
vote of want of confidence. I need not say that this resolution caused a 
great deal of astonishment, because only the policy of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was criticised, and not that of the whole Cabinet. Remem- 
bering what occurred last year, of course fthe general opinion prevails 
that the King will not accept the resignation, but that the Cham- 
ber again will be dissolved. This cupposition is the more founded now 
that the King has declared that he will not take any decisiun before the 
credit laws shall have passed, by which the money will be granted to the 
ministers necessary for the State's service. In the meantime the Conserva- 
tives are very busy creating an agitation throughout the country, and 
appeals are made to the people on behalf of petitioning the King to re- 
ject the tendered resignation, but till now only two addresses have 
been forwarded from Rotterdam and one from Maastricht, provided only 
with a few signatures. 

The Second Chamber is now occupied in discussing the credit laws; but 
it was duly resolved—contrary to the wishes of the Cabinet—that no im- 
portant political matters should be discussed. Nothing is known officially 
at present if our Government has accepted or rejected the invitation of the 
French Government to attend a congress for the settlement of the Roman 
question. Our King has, however, in his quality of Grand Duke of Lux- 
emburg, accepted that invitation without the least reserve. 

The Great Amsterdam Canal Company and the Company for the 
Exploitation of the State railways are en deconfiture; meetings are held to 
find the proper measures to redress the monetary difficulties. 

H. M. has approved of the statutes of the society for the benefit of the 
Javanese. Some cfficera of the Dutch army will take part in the Abys- 
sinian expedition. 

The costs of the single telegrams of twenty words will be fixed on the 
1st of January at 30 cents, being a decrease of 20 cents. 

Professor Vreede has edited the first No. of Le Conservateur, Revue de 
Droit International. Several Dutch, Belgium, and Swiss publicists appear 
amongst his collaborateurs. The purpose of this periodical is to protest 
against the aggressive and annexing policy of some large Powers. 


COMMERCIAL. 

CorFEes.—Since the sale of the Dutch Trading Society the market has 
been very firm, and there was a good demand at sale prices to $ per cent. 
higher. There was, however, but little offered, whilst the deliveries are 
very great; they amount to 127,247 bags, against 91,334 b. in October. 
From ist January 858,840 b. against 764,860 in 1866. Stock on 1st Dec. 
339,188 b., against 845,616 in 1866. The stock on warrants at the Dutch 
Trading Society amounts to 197,088 b. The private stock amounts to 
20,850 b., and there are floating 33,173 pic. Java for private account, and 
809,000 b. for the Trading Company. There were, since my last report, 
no private transactions, except 1,270 b. fine green West Indian sorte ex 
President van Ryckevorsel at 43}c. 

Raw SucGar.—For the Trading Company's sale, in which 21,180 
baskets Java were offered, 13f. to 13f. was paid above the September sale 
price. For the white sorts there was mach demand, but the quality was 
on the average not very fine. For export 5,000 b. were taken. No. 16 
was paid with 34$f. Since the sale the market remains very firm, but 
the transactions were unimportant, because the holders decline to operate 
without a further advance. Only 570 baskets Sourabaya Wo. 11} float- 
ing per Herald of the Morning were sold at private terms. 

Rice.—Of uncleaned 1,500 b. Java per Dordretcht were brought on the 
market. The quotations are:—For Ist Table Rice, 16to 17f.; 2nd, 114 
to 12f.; good White, 9$to 11f.; White, 8} to 9}f.; Sourabaya, 8 to 
84f.; Rangoon, Bassein and Necransie 84 to 8f. and 73f. 

Tin.—A decidedly better market is toreport. In the beginning of No- 
vember Banca Tin was sold at f.534 to £.534, but a more regular demand 
springing up on these prices, an advance was again very soon obtainable, 
and large sales were made up to f.544. Holders now demand f.544. For 
delivery ex next sale large quantities changed bands on speculation from 
55fl. to 554, at which price there are still buyers. Billiton Tin was sold 
from f.523 to f.53}, and a good business was done, f.534 being now asked.

SHANGHAI TRADE RETURNS FOR 1866. 
Somewuat late, but uevertheless very welcome, the Report 
on the Tradeat the Port of Shanghai for the Year 1866 has at 
length reached us. After the elaborate and exhaustive state- 
Ment made by Monsieur GiqueL at the close of 1865, Mr. 
Frtz Roy’s task was apparently an easy one, yet really difficult 
in the extreme. He had to produce a report that should not 
compare unfavourably wth that drawn up by his talented prede- 
cessor, whose vast experience and intimate acquaintance with 
Chinese and the resources of the empire gave him an unspeak- 
able advantage a8 a writer upon Chinese subjects. It is not 
too much too say that, without recapitulating any of the 
valuable facts wherewith M. GiqokL’s report was filled, Mr. 
Firz Roy has, in addition to mere statistical details, contributed 
no mean quota to our general fund of knowledge respecting 
China and the interests of foreign trade with that empire. Last 
mail, which brought us the report, brought also the comments 
made upon it by our Shanghai contemporaries, among whom 
the Friend of China takes a prominent position. Its editor 
enters into a curious if mot very valuable calculation 
suggested by the increase in the trade, to which we 
shall immediately refer, and arrives at the conclusion, 
which we are not disposed to question, far less to 
verify, that if to each day of the three hundred and sixty- 
five eight working hours be assigned, for every such work- 
ing hour of every day in the year no less a sum than £5,000 
sterling passed through trading hands in Shanghai, and neces- 
sarily yielded to some one or another a commission either small 
or large. The upshot of the matter is, that the Shanghai im- 
port trade of 1866 exceeded that of 1865 by nearly three 
million sterling; or, in other words, that during last year 
foreign imports to the amount of more than fourteen millions 
and a-half sterling enteredthe port. This does not, however, 
represent ao exactly corresponding increase in the total trade, 
for exports fell off nearly a million and a-half, which reduces 
the addition to the figures of 1865 to five millions of taels, 
or say one million and three quarters sterling. Mr. Fitz 
Roy enters into a careful review of the silk trade for the 
past seven years, from which it appears that the export 
attained its largest dimensions during the rebel occupation of 
the producing districts, and that since that period it has (with 
the exception of the season 1865-66) steadily decreased. We 
are glad to perceive that the opinions which we have frequently 
pronounced as to the cause of the vast increase in the silk trade 
during the year 1859 to 1863 are fully endorsed by the Com- 
missioner. He ascribes it “not to the fostering care the Tai- 
“pings manifeated for trade, but to the total cessation 
“of native manufacturing through death or flight of the 
*‘ manufacturers.” That the silk trade during 1866 was 
highly remunerative was not, in Mr. Fitz Roy’s opinion, due to 
the good management of the merchants. ‘Luck, in the shape of 
European complications, which diminished the demand in the 
early part of the season and brought down prices, befriended. 
the foreign traders.. “The system of contracting before- 
“‘hand for delivery has prevailed to a large extent of late 
“‘ years, and now ipstead of merchants awaiting the arrival of 
‘* produce on the market, they send large sums of money into the 
“ country by their Chinese servants, who make advances to and 
“ make contracts with the hongs. This is a system which may 
“eventually prove extremely dangerous, and certainly tends to 
“throw all the advantages of trade into the hands of the Chinese.”’ 
Year after year in the consular reports, in the customs reports, 
and in these columns, as well as in those of every newspaper 
published in China, this warning has been reiterated, but with- 
out effect ; and still, as each season opens, merchants plunge 
into reckless speculations, which, without some specially happy 
accident, cun have but one result. 
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Turning now to imports, M. Giquxt’s anticipations of a 
considerable increase in the consumption of cotton goods 
have been realised, as the following figures will show :— ,

The import of woollens rose from 401,090 pieces in 1865 to 
496,008 pieces in 1866. Opium comes next in order of 
importance, and this, too, displays a satisfactory increase, having 
risen from 36,689 piculs in 1865 to 41,698 piculs in 1866; of 
this latter 29,297 piculs were reshipped to other Chinese porta, 
and 718 piculs were re-exported. The consumption of 
foreign duty-paid drug in the province of Kiangsu and 
the northern towns of Chekiang may therefore be estimated 
at 11,683 piculs for the year. The duties on opium 
paid into the Government Bank during 1866 amounted to 
taels 767,383, or at the rate of taels 30 per chest; but it is 
probable, if not absolutely certain, that this forms the smallest 
part of the imports to which it is subjected before it finally 
reaches the consumer in the interior. Coals are even now an 
important article of import, and until the native fields are 
scientifically worked they will, in consequence of the rapidly 
increasing manufacturing energy of the Chinese Government, 
become yearly more and more in demand. With a remnant 
of the old short-sighted policy, which we are thankful to 
be able to say is rapidly disappearing under foreign moral 
influence, the carriage of Chinese coal in foreign bottoms 
from one port to another is virtually prohibited by the exorbi- 
tant duty levied. Thus the duty paid on two cargoes of coal 
imported from Formosa as an experiment by a foreign merchant 
in Shanghai amounted to 23 per cent. ad valorem, and as a ne- 
cessary consequence all the coal consumed is imported. Not- 
withstanding this, the empire is wonderfully rich in coal fields, 
the extent of those in the north alone being estimated by Mr. 
KINGSMILL, who is a very competent authority upon the subject, 
at 87,000 square miles. Munitions of war swell the list of 
imports even in spite of the factories recently established at 
many of the principal ports. In 1866, 100 millions of percussion 
caps, 2} millions pounds of gunpowder, 30,000 muskets and 
rifles, 4,400 pistols and revolvers, 42 guns, 1,000 shot and 
shell, and 700,000 cartridges passed through the Custom House, 
but being the property of Government, and therefore exempt 
from duty, they are not included in the estimate of the value 
of imports briefly summarised above. 


These are the most important matters treated of in the report 
before us. It also contains many interesting details regarding 
the opening of bonded warehouses, the Government factories in 
operation, the mail services, lighthouses, &c., which we have 
from time to time discussed fully in these columns. One 
remark, however, we would make upon the most iuteresting of 
the miscellaneous topics introduced. It must not be forgotten 
that in June, 1866, the payments to the British and French 
Governments on account of the indemnities exacted under the 
convention of 1860, ceased. Where is now the realisation of 
those gloomy anticipations in which so many indulged? LEigh- 
teen months have passed over us since we lost one of our 
strongest holds upon the native Government, yet these have 
been eighteen months of steady and rapid progress not only in 
the arts of civilised life, but in friendly relationship with 
foreign Powers. | 


THE PROPOSED CONTRIBUTION TO THE POSTAL », 
SERVICE. 


Ir the suggestion of the Postmaster-General that Hong Kong 
should be called upon for a yearly contribution, in conjunction 
with Ceylon and Mauritius, towards defraying the subsidy to 
the P. and O. Company should be actually carried into effect, it 
will certainly raise the ire of the colonists, as the financial 
affairs of the colony aro not in a position to bear any extra 
weight. It is but a short time since the Governor was actually 
compelled to take the judicial deposit money, in order to pay 
the salaries of the civil servants of the Crown ; he had also been 
coupelled to borrow money for Government purposes on his 
own security ; and further, in order to provide for the £20,000 
military contribution octroye by the Home Government, he has 
had to raise funds by a stamp tax and by licensing public 
gambling. How then is the colony to bear any further 
imposition, or rather, how is its indefatigable Governor 
to put on the screw effectually to extract it? There is no 
doubt that, looking at it from a home point of view, it 
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seems an equitable arrangement that a colony should contribute 
its quota towards the support of its postal communication, and 
the same might be said of its liability to pay a military contri- 
bution ; but, that there is ample room for a difference of 
Opinion on this point, is patent by the fact of all the non- 
official members of the Legislative Council of Hong Kong 
having voted against the military contribution, and since its 
imposition by command of the Secretary of the CoLonrzs, 
they have never ceased to protest against its continuance. The 
colonial argument, is, as farjas regards the military, that they are 
there for Imperial purposes and not to supply a colonial exigency, 
and they very properly will hold that the commerce between Eng- 
land and China is an Imperial benefit ; and that the colonists, who 
carry on that commerce for the benefit of the mother-country, 
ought not to be weighed down with taxation. There are many 
more points that suggest themselves in connection with this 
subject—such as how our Post-office is going to collect their 
quota from the inhabitants of the treaty ports? How would 
the imposition fall upon the inhabitants of Hong Kong, with 
its 1,000 European correspondents and 100,000 Chinese who 
never send or receive a letter from Europe? And how would 
our Government compare with the French, who deliver the 
mail without a grant in aid? We have a word of comfort in 
conclusion. The Sscretary of State for the CoLontgs will 
not, we believe, sanction the suggestion of the Post-offce if 
the GoveRNorR advances the very patent objections which are 
amply at his command. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENT SUPREME COURT. 

THE reconstruction of the Supreme Court of Singapore is a 
measure of great public importance, and excites so much 
interest that we cannot help expressing a regret that our 
information regarding the discussion that took place on the 
subject in the Colonial Legislature is so meagre in its nature. 
Much has been egaid, and more might be said, relative to the 
abuses that notoriously exist in the Supreme Courts of the East ; 
but no view of the case could be so interesting, or carry so 
much weight, as that emanating from a free discussion of it by 
the members of the Legislative Council. The paucity of in- 
formation regarding the course of public affairs of which we 
have to complain, arises from the exclusion of the representa- 
tives of the press from all meetings of the Council, a resolution 
to that effect having been passed at its first meeting, We 
can hardly doubt that this policy was adopted at the instigation 
of Colonel Orp, who would appear to differ widely in his views 
of such matters from Sir RicharD MacDOoNNELL, the Governor 
of Hong Kong ; the latter having consistently done all in his 
pover to promote the most complete publicity of all matters 
connected with the Government of the colony. There is at 
least one source of satisfaction in the scanty report published 
of the proceedings of the Legislative Council in reference to 
the Supreme Court Bill, and that is, the independent course 
pursued by the non-official members of the Council. We trust 
the expression of their opinion will be received with due re- 
spect by the Governor, for the non-official members form a most 
important element in every legtslative body, and no good can 
come of that contemptuous disregard of their opinions which 
is sometimes displayed. 


MACHINERY FOR PREPARING TEA, 

WE have recently inspected some very ingenious machinery, 
worked by steam-power, designed to supersede the employment 
of manual labour in the preparation of tea for exportation. The 
apparatus is the invention of Mr. T.Waters, Engineer, of Japan ; 
it is in process of construction by Messrs. J. and H. Gwynne, the 
eminent engineers of Hammersmith, and when complete will be 
forwarded to Japan, and at once put into operation there. Many of 
our readers are probably unaware of the totally different systems 
that prevail in China and Japan with regard to the export of tea. 
In China it comes into the hands of the exporter all but ready 
for shipment ; whereas in Japan the leaf is delivered by the 
native meichants almost in a raw state, and the various pro- 
cesses of sifting, sorting, firing, and colouring, are performed by 
some hundreds of native “ hands ” on extensive premises erected 
for the purpose, which now form an important part of every 
large mercantile establishment there. In this entire system 
the machinery now under notice is destined to work a complete 
revolution, by economisiog both time and labour, and, we may 
safely predict, by producing infinitely more certain results. 
Although exceedingly simple in construction, it covers a good 
deal of space, and performs many different operations, the 
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details of which cannot easily be described without the aid of 
diagrams. The tea is first put into a hopper at the top of the 
apparatus, whence it passes over a graduated series of sieves, 
fixed in horizontal frames slightly inclined, to which a constant 
oscillating motion is imparted. These sieves being of wire 
gauze with square meshes of various degrees of fineness, the 
leaf as it passes over them is sorted into sizes, and falls 
into separate “blowing chambers” below. Each of these 
is connected at one end with a shaft, through which a 
blast of air is driven, and at the other opens into three 
shoots, somewhat after the fashion of the hand-winnowing 
machine now in use; this effects a further separation into 
three classes according to the weight of the leaf. ‘I'he wind is 
supplied by a revolving fan, and the force of the blast regulated 
by throttle-valves. The leaf is then conveyed to another set 
of sieves, called the “hyson-sieves,” similar in form to the 
first set, but with meshes three times as long as they are 
wide ; these allow the long or hyson-shaped leaves to fall 
through, while the round ones pass over the end of the sieve 
into a separate receptacle. All the various parts cf this ap- 
paratus are worked simultaneously by a steam-engine of 8-horse 
power, and a similar engine works the firing machine, which is 
of course a separate apparatus. This consists of a long iron trough 
or jacketed half-cylinder, which is heated to the requisite degree 
by the waste steam from the engine, and in which the tea is put 
instead of the old-fashioned iron pans over charcoalstoves. A shaft 
revolves throughout the length of this trough, to which a sort 
of spiral fan is attached ; this keeps the tea in constant motion, 
and at the same time moves it steadily from the feeding end of 
the trough to a reservoir at the other, the operation requiring 
about 40 minutes. The angle of the fan-blade can be regulated 
so as to accelerate or retard the progress of the tea through the 
trough, according to the amount of firiug it requires. Another 
smaller machine has also been devised to facilitate the “opera- 
tion of colouring. The whole has been constructed by Messrs. 
Gwynng, and with a degree of excellence that does great credit 
to their workmanship. The inventors have patented the 
apparatus, and when it has had a fair trial we have little doubt 
that it will be extensively introduced, not only into Japan but 
into China, and other tea-producing countries also. The Secre- 
tary of the Assam Tea Company has witnessed some trials of 
the machinery, and expressed a high opinion of its capabilities. 





In our Parliamentary reports will be found.a notice of the 
Hong Kong Gambling Ordinance. This is not, we are aware, 
the correct title of it, but it is better known by this than its 
actual title. The Duke of BuckineHaM, it will be seen, ignores 
any profit to be derived from this tax, and the nature of his 
speech altogether points to a disapproval of the Ordinance 
as it is now in force, Meantime the Governor has very cleverly 
secured a good round sum for the first year, and at its expira- 
tion will gracefully bow to the decision of the Duke. Sir 
RICHARD is a very canny chiel, and although not popular at pre- 
sent with the colonists, we venture to say he will be before the 
conclusion of his term. We hear it rumoured that Colonel Orn, 
the Governor of the Straits Settlements, has an ideaof introducing 
a similar measure, and we believe the community in Singapore 
are to a great extent in favour of it. The merits and demerits 
of this nove) Ordinance we have already discussed, and we are 
still of opinion that it is better than the present bribery and 
corruption which exists amongst the police at Singapore. 








CHINESE AND JAPANESE CHRONOLOGY. 

Oor attention has recently been drawn to a paper com- 
municated to the Numismatic Society of London by the 
eminent antiquarian, JonN WriiaMs, Esq., F.35.A., in which 
an account is given of the Japanese WNen-go, or epochs; 
and, incidentally, mention is made of the corresponding 
chronological arrangements adopted in the Empire of 
China. Mr. Witiiams has reproduced the table of epochs 
given in the Japanese work Sin Chuan nien piao, his 
object in so doing being to facilitate the identification of 
Japanese coins, a task hitherto of no ordinary difficulty. We 
are not aware of any attempt made by Chinese scholars to bring 
the remarkable work from which Mr. Wrm.tiams has derived his 
materials under the notice of the large class of readers now in- 
terested in all Eastern matters, unless indeed we except a 
paper which we have not seen, but which is referred to in the 
article before us as baving been read before a meeting of the 
Chronological Institute in 1863. We are therefore induced to 
give a description of the work in question, and the curious in 
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‘such subjects may verify our statements by referring to the 
volume itself, a copy of which has been presented to the library 
of the British Museum. 

The Sin Chuan nien ptao, or} Newly Compiled Chronological 
Conspectus,” was forwarded to us some time since rather as a 
curio than as anything remarkable in a literary point of view. 
It was at the time of its publication ascribed to the Prince 
of Mrro, and was said to have been published at his expense. 
Apart from its intrinsic value the book claimed attention on 
account of its associations, for when princes, whether Eastern 
or Western, condescend to eulighten the world, their labours, 
however worth!esa, must of necessity be accorded a certain 
definite place in contemporary literature. We have already 
given the title of the work, and the arrangement adopted, as 
well as the information couveyed, correspond exactly with the 
mame upder which it is introduced to us. It is a synchrono- 
logical table of the dates of most of the important events 
which have taken place in the world’s history. The pages are 
divided transversely iuto three parts, the uppermost of which is 
devoted to the history of Japan, the middle to China, and the 
lowest to the “ Western Seas.” Across these divisions are drawn 
vertical lines separating the years from one another. In the 
upper compartment (Japan) the ‘cyclic characters are used to 
denoto the years ; in the middle (China) the dates are referred 
to the years of each Emperor's reign, aud the Christian era is 
taken as the starting point for the chronology of the West. 
The birth of Christ is placed under the year 1 B.C., and his 
death in 32 A.D. The former corresponds to the year 
Keng Shen, or 57th year of the eleventh full cycle of sixty, 
the first cycle commencing 657 b.C. So much for the 
general arrangement of the work. After the title page (which 
contains the title, the name of the teacher who revised or read 
the manuscript before it was sent to the printers, and the 
announcement that at Zso tsang at the shrine of Heavenly 
prosperity, the blocks are"deposited) comes a preface written by 
the compiler, and evidently intended not only to afford informa- 
tion, but likewise, to dissipate any impression that might be 
conveyed to the reader that admiration for the Western nations 
and their devices prompted him to undertake the task. . This 
-will be easily understood if we accept the report regarding the 
‘authorship, for it is well known that the Prince of Mito was 
long the most prominent member of the anti-foreign party, and 
that to his influence was ascribed much of the opposition, and 
to his instigation many of the outrages, which at one time 
threathened the destruction of the Empire, by bringing it into 
collision with England aad France. ‘This hatred to foreigners 
which made him worthy of the confidence reposed in him by 
the Mikado, is fully exemplified in the preface to his book, of 
which we give a rough translation :— 

“It is difficult to come to an understanding regarding the ages which 
have lony passed by, principally because the seats of Empire in the world 
were so frequently changed. The remotest epoch of which we possess 
any certain historical account is distant no more than 2,515 years, yet from 
that time, Emperors following one another in uninterrupted succession 
bore sway. In what place then was the greatest excellence displayed ? 
Even in the !and of Han (China) learned men were ever to be found, 
nevertheless, the kingly line was constantly changing. As to the years of 
which there is any certain account, they are extremely few in number. 
With regard to the foreign barbarians who come from the outer countries, 
they were sometimes rich and numerous, at others poor and scattered— 
mever the same for any length of time. They count back for something 
over eighteen centuries, but cannot go beyond Jesus’ natal year. They 
must not, therefore, be compared with the sages and emperors, nor even 
be spoken of in the same breath; nor can we forget the myriads of years 
which witnessed no change in ourcountry. The writer of this book has 
drawn it up in three synchronological tables, the first of which refers to 
the spiritual land (Japan), the second to the land of Han, and the third 
to the foreign barbarians. Thusa general view is given of the state of all 
the nations ofthe universe year by year. For the future, therefore, it will 
be possible to see at a glance all that is to be known about the imperial 
dynasties, and the inferior races of the globe. There is no need for further 
explanation. If any of those crab-like, so-called learned barbarians, 
assert that foreign nations were always rich and always formidable, that 
they have always had fire-arms, and steam-boats, and that they were always 
inventing extraordinary things, this of itself will show that their hearts were 
wrapped up in wickedness. They are like the swine of the Feng country 
and the trailing serpent which, even in time of peace, are not regardless of 
danger. The holy sages of by-gone days are wanted now. They were 
both excellent writers and skilled warriors, but as for the princes of the 
present day they are ever among scenes of war, and are therefore always 
concocting new inventions. There is no period to it. You who are thus 
engaged should carefully study this book.” 

This preface is of itself sufficient to afford an insight into the 
character of the writer ; the information, however, contained in 
the tables is given apparently without prejudice, although, as 
might be expected, it is occasionally incorrect. After the pre- 
face, which, by the way, is written in Chinese, comes a long 
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explanation in Japanese, which we do not attempt to reproduce. 
Then come various genealogical tables, a list of Emperors and 
Tycoons, and a view of the dynastic history of China. After 
this is “a detailed description of the countries of the Western 
Ocean,” in which the history of the world, commencing with 
Noa, is traced with very tolerable accuracy. A list of the 
Presidents of the United States, beginuing with WasnHinaron 
and ending with Bucwanan, follows, then a map of the world 
copied from some Dutch original, then a dissertation in Japanese, 
and finally the “newly compiled chronological conspectus.” 
We have already given a general idea of the manner in which 
this is constructed, and as it is manifestly impossible to go 
through the tables in detail, we must content ourselves and 
our readers by stating that the pre-historic periods in Chinese 
and Japanese history are made to open simultaneously with the 
creation of “ ADam and EvE, who existed 3,984 years before the 
“ commencement of the present reckoning,” and that Nuxrop, 
Noa, SEMIRAMIS, and numberless other ancient worthies with 
whose names we are familiar, but whom we should hardly 
expect to meet in this work, swell the roll of fame which is now 
handed down to the coming generations of Japanese. Rather 
than follow the eastern historian through his list of events, we 
will take up the history of the present century, and give the 
most important occurrences as chronicled by our author. They 
are as follows :— 

1800. France made a commercial treaty with the United States. 

1802. England takes over Ireland. War between England and France. 

1808. Napoleon made Emperor, and announced to the world as such. 

1807. An Englishman invents steamers. 

1809. A three years’ war between America and England commenced. 

1811. The English burned Washington city. 

1812. Napoleon defeated in his Russian campaign, and all the nations 
unite and fall upon him. 

1815. French King restored, and treaties made with France. 

1821. Napoleon died at St. Helena. 

1829. War between Turkey and Russia. 

1840. The English take Tinghai and Canton. 

184]. The English fought at Canton. 

1842, The English make a treaty with China. 

1849. Hung and Ping (the Tai-ping-wang and one of his disciples) 
raised a rebellion. 

1858. Wellington died. 

1854. England and France join to help Turkey against Russia. 

1856. Hung Siu-tsuan (Tai-ping-wang) killed the rebel Yong (the 
Eastern King) and 50,000 men. A misunderstanding arose between Eng- 
land and China. 

1857. The telegraph was brought into use. 

1859. England and France gained a victory over China. The use of 
opium forbidden in China. A treaty was made between Japan and the 
Western States. 

1860. English and Freuch troops invested Peking, and the Emperor 
fled to Jehol. China ceded to Russia 1,700 li of territory on the Black 
Dragon River in consideration of obtaining certain large guns. 

1861. A treaty was concluded between China and England and France. 
The French wentto Annam. The district of Shanghai was devastated by 
the Taiping rebels. 


This brief sketch will give onr readers a very fair idea of the 
nature of the work to which Mr. WixLiams refers. An exami- 
nation of the book itself will amply repay the attention of the 
curious, but many will probably be satisfied with our descrip- 
tion. We have for so long regarded the Chinese and Japanese 
as completely isolated, or only compelled by violence to come 
into contact with us, that outside the circles of those interested 
in Eastern trade, and those who have friends resident in one or 
other of the countries, few possess clear notions regarding even 
the relative positions of the great centres of foreign trade on 
the coasts washed by the Western Pacific. We now learn that 
the Chinese and Japanese, far from emulating our ignorance, 
are busily engaged in collecting facts respecting us and our 
history. We need not be ashamed to learn a lesson from them ; 
indeed, the growing importance of our relations with the East 
renders it incumbent upon us to gain some insight into the 
nature of its people, their history, and institutions. 








GRAMMAIRE ANNAMITE, &c. 

Annamite Grammar, with French and Annamite Vocabulartes ; 
by Capt. G. Aubaret, of the French Navy, Consul at Bangkok. 
(Published by order of the Minister of the Marine and of 
the Colonies.) 

The language commonly spoken by the Annamites, says the 
introduction to the volume, is a dialect of the Chinese, but the 
differences between the two are great, and increase with the 
inferiority of the persons who make use of the former, which 
tends to prove that a large number of native words are 
mixed with the Chinese. It is evident that the original native 
language was allied to the Chinese, but very little, if anything, 
seems to be known about it; but all Annamite words are mono- 
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syllabic, and are further pronounced with those peculiar into- 
nations which belong ‘to all the Chinese dialects, intonations 
which present the greatest difficulty to the learner. Apart 
from these intonations there is little difficulty in the sounds of 
the Annamite tongue. The sounds of the words are given in 
the two vocabularies, French in Anvamite and Annamite in 
French, in Roman characters, of course with French pronun- 
ciation, and with the aid of several vowels with special 
accepts or marks ; these latter were invented by ancient mis- 
sionaries, and are admitted to be defective, but are retained 
as having become known by the teaching of the missionaries, 
As M. Sranistaus Juxien said of the Chinese, so Captain 
AuBareT says of the Annamite language, that it presents no 
greater difficulties than any one of the European languages. 


The grammar and vocabularies in question are intended as & 
practical guide for officials, merchants, and others, and there- 
fore no expressions have been admitted but such as are in 
common use with the people. The examples are taken from a 
book called ‘‘Luc-van-tien,” which is said to be the best speci- 
men’of ordinary Annamite extant. This book does not, there- 
fore, supply a manual of the written language of the country, 
which consists of Chinese or rather of a conventional Annamite 
in Chinese characters. The conventional signs or accents already 
referred to are five in number, and are placed over the vowels ; 
they mark the rising and falling inflections, the grave and 
the acute accents and the interrogative modulation, the acute 
and the grave accents being the same as in French ; there are 
in fact but three new marks. There are, however, introduced 
some conventional consonant marks to illustrate pronunciation. 
The vocabularies occupy, properly, by far the greater portion 
of the book, and in each the leading words are arranged alpha- 
betically, a plan which on the whole is preferable to that im- 
perfect division under subject heads so common in vocabularies. 
Various phrases or applications of the main words are added 
however in many cases; for instanee, under Abattre, to throw 
down, we have Lam ngd xuédng, to bring down: chém cdy, 
to fell trees; and cdy nga rudng dit, that tree is felled.* 
There is one omission which we regret, namely, that the 
equivalents are not given in English as well as French, as is the 
case in some other works on Eastern languages, published under 
the authority of the French Government. The volume is from 
the press of the Jmprimerie Imperiale vf Paris, and is a most 
beautiful specimen of typography, impressed on excellent 
paper ; but the very fulness and beauty of the work render it 
somewhat bulky, forming as it does a large octavo of very 
nearly six hundred pages. The copy with which we have been 
favoured is on large paper, which, of course, adds greatly to its 
weight ; probably there will be other editions cf a more portable 
size. We had almost forgotten to mention that the volume has 
been printed under the superintendence of the eminent Oriental 
scholar, M. Leon Pages, a fact which presents an excellent 
guarantee of its accuracy. Works of this kind reflect the 
highest credit on such Governmental establishments as the /m- 
primerie Imperiale for it would be hopeless to expect them to 
be produced in the ordinary way of business. 








THE MAIL SERVICE TO PENANG. | 


The following letter refers to the stoppage of the mail ser- 
viceto Penang. The Post-office and the Treasury have been so 
pressed to shorten the time to China, that they have reduced 
the time of stopping to twenty-four running hours at Singapore, 
and excluded Penang altogether. This is a great hardship on 
the Penang community, who have so long possessed a direct 
service, and we hope some measure of relief will be intro- 
duced :— 

(To the Editoraof the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—As your paper is understood to look after the interests of the 
Straits, I think it is an omission of its duty taking no notice of this gros 
injustice on the part of Government to the interests of the important and 
thriving colony of Penang to stop the direct mail service so long in exis- 
tence. I have been in correspondence with members of Parliament on the 
subject, and they are equally surprised at the injustice done by Govern- 
ment to Penang. No doubt it will benefit the P. and O. Company, not 
to call there, but had Government insisted on it, the P. and O. Company 
would have been obliged to give in without any additional subsidy. 

The present is just an instance of how little care the Colonial-office 
takes of its far-off settlements, and tends to prove what a mistake it was 
of the Straits merchant wishing to be under the Crown.—Your obedient 
servant, A Penana MERCHANT.

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 

THE twenty-seventh annual meeting of this company was 
held at the company’s offices on the 6th inst., ARTHUR ANDER- 
80N, Esq., in the chair. After the usual reference and explana- 
tory remarks on the report—which will be found iu another 
column—the Chairman alluded to the factious conduct of a 
few of the shareholders, and for the information of the general 
body he had ordered the correspondence on the subject to be 
printed. This consisted of a letter from J. Corry ConNELLAN 
and Epwarp Cang, of Dublin, addressed to their brother 
shareholders, asking them to entrust their interests to Sir 
Patrick CorguHoun. This does not seem to have drawn 
a number sufficient to give that gentleman a chance of 
meeting with success. Sir Patrick, however, addressed a 
letter to the secretary, pointing out the alleged grievances 
against the directors, all of which were noticed by the chairman. 
The reply to thisletter from the secretary was that Sir Patrick not 
being a proprietor he could not take part in the meeting; that 
meant, we believe, that he had not held his shares long enough 
to entitle him to the privileges of a proprietor. It will be 
seen by the report of the meeting that the large body of 
shareholders present were unanimous in condemning this at- 
tempt to disparage the conduct of the directors. A reference to 
this subject was made in the London and China Telegraph of the 
5th—the day before the meeting—and will be found in another 
column. The following is a report of the proceedings, the 
result of which did not influence the market value of the shares, 
which stand at £58 to £60 for the £59 share, while a few 


months since they were quoted at £40. 

The Cuarrman : I rise to move the adoption of the report, and I shall call 
your attention to a few brief facts. The attainment of the position, I 
can assure you, has caused us, your directors, no little amount of anxiety 
and arduous exertions. We have had difficulties on all sides to contend 
with, which required a considerable amount—I will say, without taking 
too much upon ourselvea—of tact and energy. (Cheers.) To enter into 
full details of our proceedings for the last three or four months I am 
aware would take uptoo much time now, and therefore I shall merely 
refer you to the documents in the appendix to the report, the papers pub- 
lished by the House of Commons, and the discussions which have taken 
place in this room, as well as in the public press. The result, I think, 
cannot but be satisfactory. We have now a partnership of 12 years with 
the Government, and I think a tolerably secure guarantee that our dividends 
shall never be under 6 per cent.—(loud cheers)—and I am sanguine 
enough to think from the prospect we have before us, that we shall have 
something more than that, and if we have to give that quarter of surplus 
to the Government I am sure none of us will grudge it—that is, the sur- 
plus over 8 per cent. 

We sent round a circular to all our managers and agents in foreign 
stations, urging them most strongly to use every effort to economise the 
expenses of their establishments; and following that up, we sent a gentle- 
man connected with the management, in whose judgment and energy we 
had full confidence, to these foreign stations on a tour of inspection, giving 
him power to adopt all such proper measures as he might think proper to 
carry out the objects of his mission. And concurrently with that, we 
formed a committee for the revision of the company’s expenditure both 
abroad and at home, consisting of some of the ordinary members of the 
board, acting with the managing director. They have been working very 
hard upon it, and $I will now give you a short summary of the result 
of their labours. Well, the directors in their home establishments, that 
is, London and Southampton, have made a reduction of about £4,000, 
in round numbers. I may mention that in effecting this reduction 
the directors have had a very painful duty to perform in many 
instances by discharging old servants, whom, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, they might have kept on longer; and by reducing the 
salaries and allowances to others. At Suez there has been a reduc- 
tion of £4,000, and at Bombay £39,000; but I must explain that much 
of this reduction arose from the completion of extensive works at both 
places, particularly at Bombay, such as the making of docks and other 
works, which were essentially necessary to maintain the company in 
efficient working order. Well, now, added to these items I may mention 
what does not exactly come in the committee's duties—namely, that there 
is a sum of £12,000 of which the expenditure has been relieved since the 
80th July last. That arose from a commission which I relinquished about 
thirteen years ago, in order to form a good-service fund; that fund being 
considered sufficient for the purpose, the amount will be no longer charged. 
There is another item I may refer to; we were fortunate enough to make 
an arrangement with the Egyptian Government to have our coals carried 
cheaper, and also the stores and bulky goods, and we estimate that saving 
to be equal to £15,000. Putting the whole together, there is a gross sum 
of £74,000 ; I do not mean to say that will be an annual reduction, for, as 
I have said, a great part of the reduction at Bombay and Suez arose from 
the cessation of works there. You will see by the accounts that the great 
deficiency of our revenue arose in the first half of the last financial year ; 
i¢ was £153,000, but in the last half-year it is only £24,000; and I am 


happy to say that since the conclusion of the financial year it has been 


progressing favourably. Therefore, I think, looking to all these circum-' 
stances, that is, the increased and efficient subsidy we have got, and the 
favourable turn which our commercial traffic is taking, together with the 
reduction which I have just mentioned in the expenditure, we may reason- 
ably look forward to the future with confidence and satisfaction. (Cheers.) 
I will now add a few words in reference to a movement which has been 
made, and which I think is a very ungracious one after all we have been 
doing for the interest of these very parties. (Cheers.) There has been a 
movement which really, in the way in which it has been got up, I can 
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hardly characterise in any other way than as a Fenian conspiracy—(a 
laugh); what the object is I cannot say, except it is to damage the in- 
terests of the parties themselves, and also of their brother shareholders. 
We have nothing whatever to conceal, and we are perfectly willing to 
have our transactions exposed to any persons, provided they are com- 
petent to look into them. The way in which the movement was got 
up was not candid and etraightforward, for the directors only hap- 
pened inadvertently to know of the movement; but when we did 
hear of it we took immediate steps that all the shareholders should 
know it, and not a select few. It appears there has been a gentle- 
man—tI don’t know whether he is here or not, and it does not matter —(a 
Jaugh)—who has been chosen as what I call the champion of these parties 
—I will not say Fenians—and he has written a letter in order to show how 
much he is competent for an investigation of this sort. 
a letter to the secretary, which you have all seen, I have no doubt, and 
which contains a summary of the delinquencies of these unfortunate 
directors. (A laugh.) Whatever ability this gentleman may have for a 
member of a committee of investigation at any rate he has one talent very 
considerably developed, and that is a talent for discovering ‘mare's nests.” In 
his letter he says—‘‘ That coinpletes a whole year, during which the proprie- 
tors have been deprived of interest on £4,500,000." Well, at any rate he 
has discovered £2,000,000 of capital which we have not got. Then he says, 
““The directors received a large sum of money under the pretence of 
increasing the fleet ; this sum has been misapplied tu the payment of debts 
and expenses which have been concealed from the shareholders and the 
public.” Well, now, I do not know that it is a misapplication of money 
to pay the debts—(hear, hear ),— besides which we have had no debts to 
conceal, but the calling up of the money at that time was a point of vital 
importance, and without it we could not have attended to the contract. 
He also says that we volunteered no excuse for the repurchase of 
vessels. The fact was this, we had a vessel on the Indian station 
which required extensive repairs and overhauling. A party wanted 
a vessel, and he agreed to take the vessel off our hands at the 
same price we paid at first. Well, he gave her a thorough over- 
hauling; but shortly after we wanted a ship, and, therefore, we 
bought the ship back again. He also says that the shareholders were 
not informed why the provisions and accommodation were inferior to the 
French company, and why the freight was greatly in excess of the other 
companies. The fact is there is no truth in that; our fares are the same 
as the French company, and as to the accommodation and the provisions, 
they are equal to those of the French company, and we have very good 
testimony of it. (Cheers.) He then goes on to say that the shareholders 
have no satiafactory information as to this company’s connection with the 
Parcels’ Company, and how far the directors are interested in that under- 
taking, and also the amount of remuneration awarded to the directors. 
Now, with respect to the Parcels’ Company ; it is unintelligible to me; I 
am not aware there is any Parcels’ Company with which we are connected. 

With regard to the amount of remuneration awarded to the directors, I 
will take myself to begin with: the amount of remuneration to me 
amounts to nothing at all this year. The shareholders perhaps are aware 
of the fact that I relinquished a large portion of my commission thirteen 
years ago, in order to form a good-service fund for benefiting the employes 
of the company, and it has been a great benefit to them. (Cheers.) I re- 
ained at the time a small commission, which was my share of 24 per 
cent. on the postal contract money, but that I gave up some seven or eight 
years ago, and applied it towards the expenses of the management 
department, which had become, of course, very heavy, and I thought 
I would relieve the revenue of the company by relinquishing that 
portion of my commission, which was about £3,000 a year. (Cheers.) I 
gave it up, and I had nothing remaining then except what was 
secured to the original managing directors—my share of the commis- 
sion of 5 per cent. on the net profits. Well, I consider by doing 
that I identified my interests with yours, and, of course, as there has been 
no profit during the year, I get nothing. I may add that had I retained 
this commission, which I was undoubtedly entitled to, I should have been 
to-day just £150,000 richer than I was then, and 1 might have bought 
myself avery handsome little estate, which I have not got. (A laugh.) 
Now, after stating these facts, and looking at the criticism to which I have 
referred, I will put one question to the shareholders; I hold 800 shares in 
this company, being a very large proportion of the property, and of course 
it is to my interest, as well as my colleagues, that the dividend should be 
as large as possible. With these observations I conclude by moving the 
adoption of the report. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hapow seconded the resolution. 

Mr. GLEDDEN was sure there would be no difference of opinion as to the 
able manner in which the directors bad negotiated the contract with the 
Government, and that the board deserved the warmest thanks of the 
shareholders for the manner in which they had conducted the business. 
Notwithstanding this, however, they must look the circumstances of the 
company in the face, and he contended that, looking at the accounts, 
the company had lost one-third of a million of money during the 
year. (‘‘No, no,” and ‘‘Nonsense.”) He also said that the company 
had earned £150,000 less during the year, and had spent £177,000 more 
in earning that. He did not say that the directors were responsible 
for this, for perhaps it may have arisen from incidental circum- 
stances—from tbe completion of the French company and other cir- 
cumstances; but, whatever the cause might have been, the fact remained 
the same. He referred at some length to the different items in the accounts, 
and said that it was difficult, on the face of the accounts, to make out how 
that £177,000, or nearly one-third of a million, had been lost. The 
question was, what was to be done in the future? It was no use “ crying 
over spilt milk,” but the shareholders must really look matters in the face. 
He believed that this would be the last contract with the Government, for 
possibly at the end of 12 years the communication with India would prinei- 
pally be by means of continental railways down the Euphrates Valley. He 
trusted, under these circumstances, and looking at the fact that there was 
great competition on the part of other companies, that the directors would 
push on the business of the company with all possible vigour and energy, 
and he also hoped that the directors would take into consideration the 
desirability of establishing second-class fares, believing that the establish- 
ment of such fares would be the means of greatly increasing the business 
of this company. 
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Mr. Mutcay said he thought that although it was not at all pleasant 
to the shareholders to hear that there was no dividend, yet he thought 
great credit was due to the directors for the straighforward manner in 
which they had laid before the proprietors the exact position of the com- 
pany, and not endeavoured to blind them by any complicated arithmetical 
calculations, which had been resorted to by some other companies. For 
his own part, he did not at all despond with respect to the position of the 
company, for he could call to mind that at onetime the Cunard Line was 
in anything but a prosperous condition; and he saw no reason why this 
company should not attain a position equal in its financial results to any 
other steam company. He went at some length into the circumstances of 
the company, and said that be had made the remarks he had done in order 
to point out that, although he knew that the directors were actuated by 
the beat possible desire for the interests of the company, still it would 
require all their energy to meet the altered state of affairs. 

Mr. LEWIN said he thought it was a matter of deep regret that some of 
the old servants should have been discharged; those old servants had 
stood by the company for many years, and, unless it was shown that they 
really could not be retained, he certainly thought that they should not 
have been subjected to the hardehip of a dismissal. He also expressed 
his opinion that it was perfectly unnecessary for the chairman to have 
taken any notice of the movement which had been taken by some share- 
holders, seeing that it had not been brought before the body of the proprie- 
tors by the shareholder himeelf. 

Dr. Beatriz expressed his approbation generally of the terms of the 
contract, and said that the able manner in which the contract was nego- 
tiated by Mr. Scudamore reflected great credit on that gentleman. 

The CwarrMaN said that he might here mention that the company had 
seven ships chartered by the Government for the Abyssinian transport ser- 
vice at a fairly remunerative rate, and they bad also undertaken to supply 
the Government with 70,000 tons of coal, on which of course they would 
receive a fair profit. 

Mr. Jongs (the well-known watchmaker in the Strand, who is noto- 
riously energetic at meetings), said he thought that the diminution of the 
dividend might to some extent be explained by the greatly increased tariff 
of freight for coals, by the expense of the experiments which bad been made 
with new ships at Bombay, and from other causes, which had absorbed 
the amount which would otherwise, perhaps, have been applicable for the 
dividend. He thought that a great saving might have been made in the 
amount of repairs, for he certainly did think an amount of £356,000 for 
repairs on a capital of £3,500,000 was a very large proportion 
indeed. The expenses of £500,000 for labour was also very large, and he 
thought that in one or two cases vessels had been sent home for repair 
sooner than was absolutely necessary. However, all these circumstances 
would not, he was sure, in the least tend to diminish the confidence which 
the shareholders felt in the directors. He would justify a liberal payment 
to the employes ; he would not sanction a scanty payment, but at the same 
time he thought all parties connected with the company ought to bear 
some part in the loss, and he thought that 10 per cent. reduction should 
be made monthly in all the salaries—('‘ No, no,” and hisses)—and of course 
they could be restored to their present amount whenever the income of the 
company justified it—(“ Time, time’)—upon which suggestion as a pro- 
fessed time-keeper he sat down. 

Captain ENGLEDUE, referring to one or two remarks of Mr. Junes, said 
that he believed the directors were perfectly justified in the experiments 
which had been made with the ships, for it had the effect of making a 
material saving in the working of the vessels. He also said that although 
it was very easy for Mr. Jones to sit in the room and make a suggestion 
that the salaries should be reduced, he must remember what a hard- 
ship this would be, not only to the employes of the company in this 
country, but also those who were undergoing all the hardships and risks of 
working the vessels in the East. 

Mr. P. D. Hapow briefly replied to the observations which had been 
made. Replying to Mr. Gledden, he said that the deficiency in the accounts 
compared with former years was accounted for very easily; there had 
been a decrease in the receipts for: carriage of specie alone of 
£189,000, and £69,000 more had been paid for coal. There were 
other items, but these alone made up the loss. With respect to 
repairs, he might state that the cost of repairs were this time 
£349,000, against £439,000, a diminution which he was sure the 
shareholders would be glad to see. As the fleet was now in good 
order, the cost of repairs might not, perhaps, be so heavy in fature, 
but at the same time it was absolutely necessary that the vessels should 
be kept in the most perfect order, as heavy penalties attached to the non- 
fulfilment of the contract with the Government, and therefore the item of 
repairs would always be a rather heavy one, although, of course, it would 
be kept down as much as possible, consistent with the efficiency of the 
fleet. With respect to the reduction in the number of the company’s ser- 
vants, he might state that great care had been taken to make it bear as 
lightly as possible on those who had been dismissed. In answer to one or 
two further questions, Mr. Hadow said the directors had no intention to 
allow proprietors to pay up their shares in full. With respect to a call, 
he expected ac all on the new shares would be made about the Ist of 
April. The directors had no intention to pay ,an interim dividend, even 
supposing they had the funds in hand, but they would follow the course 
which the company had hitherto pursued. 

The resolution for the adoption of the report was put to the meeting and 
carried unanimously. The retiring directors, Mr. J. C. Ewart and Mr. E. 
Thornton, were re-elected, and the election of Mr. Henry Bayley con- 
firmed. The auditors, Earl of Leven and Melville and Mr. Alexander 
Mackenzie, were then re-elected, and a cordial vote of thanks having been 
passed to the chairman and directors, the proceedings terminated, with 
the utmost goodwill and unanimity. 


PARLIAMENT. 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 


GAMBI.ING IN HONG KONG. 
(Dec. 3rd.) Lord Taunton wished to ask two questions deeply affect- 
ing the honour and character of this country. He was induced to do :0 
because he understood that an ordinance had come home from Hong 
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Kong licensing some gambling houses in the colony. At the time that 
he held the seals of the Colonial-office a similar ordinance came home, 
and he felt it his duty to recommend that the sanction of the Crown should 
not be given. It was reported in the papers that the sanction of the Crown 
had been given in the present instance, but he had since received informa- 
tion which led him to doubt that such was the case, and the noble duke 
probably would have no objection to give their lordships accurate intelli- 
ence upon the subject. Ata place nearer home there was reason to be- 
Reve that a notorious public gambling house had also been established. 
Heligoland during the summer was very much resorted to for purposes of 
health and bathing, especially by the citizens of Hamburg; and these 
complained that their young men, belonging principally to mercantile 
houses, were there attracted to the gaming table to the serious injury of 
their interests and prospects. It certainly was not creditable to this country 
that a gambling house should exist under British protection so close to our 
own shores. He remembered that when at the Colonial-office he had sent 
Qut peremptory instructions to put an end to the system, and he now heard 
with some surprise that it wasstill in existence. He wished to ask the noble 
duke whether he was prepared to lay upon the tabie any papers showing 
what the facts in these two cases really were.—The Duke of BuckIncHaM 
said it was quite true that at Heligoland the gambling house was still in 
existence, and was no doubt a very great evil, which ought to be put an 
end to at the earliest possible opportunity. But the last renewal of the 
lease under which the property was held, granted in 1855, would not ex- 
pire until January, 1871. Hie had been in communication with the 
authorities of the island, and also with the Governor, as to whether the 
practice could be discontinued earlier ; but it was very doubtful whether, 
under the peculiar arrangements of the colony, that ‘would be possible. 
Certain funds belonging to the orphans of the island had really no other 
security than the income derived from this property, let and used as a 
gambling-house. Peremptory instructions, however, had been given to the 
Governor to see that during the current year, and as far as necessary during 
the remainder of the lease, the revenues should be applied to no other pur- 
pose than to the reduction of the debt charged upon this property, 80 as to 
facilitate the abolition, at the earliest moment, of what really might be 
called one of the institutions of the island. There would be nw objection 
lay on the table a copy of the lease, if one existed in this country, and, 
if not, one could be applied for. With regard to Hong Kong, it was quite 
true that an ordinance was sent home from the colony in 1866, which pro- 
vided for the general improvement and for the maintenance of order and 
cleanliness in the colony. That contained a clause to the following 
effect :—‘* And whereas the evils of gambling in the colony are found to be 
on the increase notwithstanding the application of the penal laws in force 
for their prevention, and it is expedient to devise and adopt further mea- 
sures for the gradual control and ultimate suppression thereof; be it 
therefore enacted that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council from 
time to time to frame and pass such rules, regulations, and conditions as 
may be deemed expecient for the total suppression, or in the meanwhile 
for the better limitation and control, of gambling in this colony, with 
power from time to time to alter and amend such rules and regulations or 
repeal the same or any part thereof.” A copy of that ordinance arrived 
in this country in the latter part of the year 1866, and came under the 
notice of the noble lord who was then at the head of the Colonial-office 
and, after some considerable investigation, the noble lord came to the 
conclusion which was expressed in his despatch to the Governor of Hon 
Kong, to the following effect: *‘ Looking at the special circumstances an 
the state of society to be found in the Chinese community at Hong Kong, 
I am led to the conclusion that the evils arising from this apparently irre- 
pressible vice require and justify exceptional treatment.” That despatch 
of the noble lord was dated in November of last year, and on receiving it 
the Governor of Hong Kong remonstrated against the limitation proposed, 
and argued very strongly in favour of a practice which appeared to have 
been very common in some of the Chinese cities—namely, that of granting 
Government licenses to gambling-houses, not with the view of putting 
them down, but with the object of obtaining a large reyenue from them, 
and of insuring that no other guch houses should be. opened. ‘his re- 
monstrance from the Governor came into bis (the. Duke of Buck- 
ingham’s) hands almost immediately after. he had undertaken the 
duties of head of the Colonial-office, and he at once proceeded to review 
the circumstances which had induced the Earl of Carnarvon to give the 
instructions objected to by the Governor. In the course of his investiga- 
tions he found that the view taken by the Governor had frequently been 
put forward by the authorities of Hong Kong. At the time when the 
noble lord (the Earl of Carnarvon) and Lord Stanley were at the Colonial- 
office a long correspondence took place upon this subject, in which it was 
_ distinctly announced that Her Majesty's Covemment could not and would 
mot sanction the raising of revenue from such a source. He further found 
that under the system hitherto adopted by the police the number of 
mblinz- houses and of those frequenting them had considerably increased 
Instead of diminishing, and that the Government of the colony had found 
themselyes unable to put down the evil. The facility with which the 
practice was carried on he found to result from the system adopted by the 
proprietors of the gambling-houses of regularly bribing the police—a 
sysiem which, of course, had a most demoralising effect upon that force. 
After a careful consideration of the whole subject, he had come to the cun- 
clusion that the decision arrived at by his noble predecessor was an up- 
right one, and that the first step towards the suppression of these houses 
was to obtain a full knowledge of them by means of a compulsory registra - 
tion. Under these circumstances he informed the Governor that he 
declined to sanction any departure from the previous instructions, and 
that any charges that might be made on the registration of the 
houses should be snch as should merely meet the expenses incurred in 
keeping them under surveillance and the control of the police. In the 
meanwhile, the rumour that it was the intention of the Governor tu grant 
licences had spread through the adjoining towns, and numerous offers were 
made to the Governor of large sums for the privilege of keeping gaming 
houses in Hong Kong. In consequence of the spread of these rumours, 
he had considered it necessary to repeat to the Governor his instructions 
that no revenues could be permitted to be raised through granting such 
licences, and that his attention should be direeted towards the ultimate 
suppression of these houses, and not towards drawing a revenue out of them. 
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It appeared that, subsequently to the despatch of those instructions, a cer- 
tain number of these houses had been registered, and that considerable fees 
had been paid by their proprietors; bat at the present moment the Goveru- 
ment had not received from the Governor a copy of the rules and regula- 
tions under which the registration had taken place, neither were they 
aware of the steps that the Governor had taken inthe matter. The object 
which both he and his noble predecessor had in view in the instructions 
they had sent to the Governor of the colony, was to secure the ultimate 
suppression of these gaming-houses, and they never for one moment 
thought of permitting revenue to be raised by means of licensing such 
places. There certainly appeared to be an inordinate desire in the colony 
that the revenues should be raised by any means except that of taxation ; 
but those who advocated such a system would receive no support from Her 
Majesty's Government. The Governor had intimated his opinion that in 

a very short period, if stringent means were adopted, the evil of gaming 
would be extirpated in the island in the same manner that piracy was put 

down ; but the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government was that the spirit of 
gambling was so innate among the Chinese population that, although it 
might be greatly mitigated, the evil would not be entirely removed within 

the time contemplated by the Governor. In conclusion, he had to say 

that he had no objection whatever to laying the ordinances upon the table 
of their lordships’ house, but that he was not quite content to lay upon the 
ae , correspondence which was not yet brought to a conclusion. ( Hear, 

ear. 
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The Crown Agents for the Colonies disposed of £100,009 
Ceylon Government Six per Cent. Debentures »t their offices 
by public tender. The applications were 97 in number, and 
amounted altogether to £572,200, at rates varying from £90 
to £109 Ss. The minimum was fixed at £108, above which 
rate £319,500 were applied for. All tenders at and above 
£108 13s. 6d. will receive in full, and one at £108 13s. to the 
extent of about one-third. This is the last instalment of the 
sum of £700,900 required for the completion of the Ceylon 
Railway from Colombo to Kandy. Ths debentures are redeem- 
able at par in 16 years. 

By the last mail we received the report of a meeting of 
shareholders in the North China Insurance Company, together 
with the report and balance-sheet issued by the directors, which 
shows a very satisfactory increase in the company’s operations. 
But this does not seem to satisfy some of the shareholders, for 
at the meeting it was proposed by Mr. Maitland that a separate 
office should be established in London in place of Messrs. 
Ashton and Co., the present agents ; not on the ground of any 
dissatisfaction ; on the contrary, Mr. Maitland considered they 
were much indebted for their prosperity to Messrs. Ashton and 
Co., but that the time had arrived when an independent office 
would be more conducive to the interests of the company. We 
hardly think that the directors will take this view ; they can 
probably tell Mr. Maitland that any such step would certainly 
not produce the desired result. Underwriting in London, like 
other business, is procured through influence, and the divectors 
must know sufficient of the connection procured through their 
present agents to recommend the shareholders to “let well 
alone.” The proposition is the exact reverse of a prudent one. 
If the office found that they did not make that progress which 
they expected, it would be policy to try a change. Un- 
fortunately it is the error of the present day to dv everything 
“ big,” ¢.e., have extensive establishments. 

According to a Customs’ return of bonded goods at 31st 
October, it appears that the quantity of tea in bond was then 
80,484,589 lbs., against 77,767,313 in 1865, and 86,171,764 
in 1866. Of coffee 45,274,933 lbs. in 1867, against 30,332,937 
in 1865, and 32,767,941 in 1866. Sugar is about 1,000,000 
Ibs. less in 1867, and tobacco 10,000,900 lbs. less. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Nyanza, from Southampton, on the 4th instant, was, in gold, 
to Alexandria, £2,000. None to India or China. 


At a meeting of the China Steam Sbip and Labuan Coal 
Company, on the 5th inst., the shareholders agreed to the follow- 
ing resolution :— 


“That this meeting considers it is not desirable that the liquidators take 
any steps to have the old agreement sanctioned. That a committee of 
seven be appointed with full powers to act on behalf of the shareholders, 
and take such measures as they think necessary for buying or otherwise 
acquiring the property on the basis of giving every shareholder the option 
of taking a further interest therein, with power to add to their number 
and fill up vacancies. That the following gentlemen be such committee : 
Major Sinclair, Mr. Jas. Levick, Major Yelf Sharpe, Mr. Bergtheil, Mr. G. 
Lathom Browne, Mr. S. Gedge, and Mr. Blyth, jun. 

A long report has been received from Mr. C. J. Appleby, the creditors’ 
representative, on the affairs qe al poner Sabres errand but it 
a r8 no great progress m made in the liquidation, in con- 
cass of the position assumed by Captain Blakely. The total 
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estimated assets of the company are about £84,525. An appeal from 
the Master of the Rolls was argued last term, and judgment was 
delivered. The facts were as follows:—In June, 1865, Messrs. 
Blakely and Dent, who carried on the business of a gun factory, entered 
into an agreement with a Mr. Hardwick to sell their business and plant to 
an intended company for a large sum of money. This sam was to be paid 
partly by the issue to Messrs. Blakely and Dent of debentures of the 
company to the amount of £150,000, ‘‘ payable to bearer,” in 
three years, with interest at £6 per cent. The company was 
formed under the name of “The Blakely Ordnance Company 
(Limited)” and the debentures were issued to Messrs. Blakely and Dent. 
The articles of association of the company referred to the agreement with 
Messrs. Blakely and Dent, and then provided by the first clause that 
the agreement should be binding on the company, and should be carried 
into effect. In February, 1866, £10,000 worth of these debentures was 
deposited by Messrs. Blakely and Dent with the New Zealand Banking 
Corporation, who gave value for them, and notice was given to the 
Blakely Company. The Blakely Company was afterwards ordered 
to be wound up. The New Zealand Banking Corporation 
sought to prove against the estate of the other company for 
the debentures which they held. The official liquidator of the 
Blakely Company contended that the proof could only be made in the 
namesof Blakely and Dent, the original holders of the debentures, against 
whom the Blakely Company claimed a large set off. The Master of the 
Rolls allowed the New Zealand Banking Corporation to prove in their own 
name, and from this decision the official liquidator of the Blakely Com- 
pany appealed. Mr. Baggallay and Mr. Higgins appeared for the appel- 
lant; Mr. Jessel and Mr. Wickens for the respondents. Lord Justice Rolt 
said that though he did not doubt that the debtor on an obligation might, if 
his power of contracting were unlimited, contract himself out of the right 
of resorting as against tho assignee of his creditor, to his equities as 
against the creditor himself, yet his lordship was not satisfied that the 
mere power of issuing debentures would authorise the directors of a com- 
pany to bind the company at large by any such contract. It was unne- 
cessary, however, to consider this, as hie lordship thought that the present 
case turned wholly on its special circumstances. The agreement with 
Messrs. Blakely and Dent having been confirmed by the articles of asso- 
ciation, it was impossible for the company to say that what the directors 
did under the agreement was wltra vires. The debentures, even if 
invalid at law, were evidence of the terms upon which the money 
became due from the Blakely Company. The right to that money 
was assignable in equity, and though, in the absence of anything more than 
&@ mere assignment, the assignee would take subject to the equities subsist- 
ing between the original parties to the contract, his lordship was of opinion 
that there would be nothing inequitable in allowing the debtor in an obli- 
gation to contract with his creditor that he would not avail himself of any 
such equities. This was what had been done in the present case, and it 
would be inequitable not to allow the holders for value of the debentures to 
prove in their own names. The appeal must be dismissed with costs, the 
liquidator of the Blakely Company to have his costs out of the estate. 
BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of October show 
a falling off of £1,046,782, or about 6 per cent., in the declared 
value of our exportations compared with the corresponding 
month of last year. As against the same month of 1865, how- 
ever, they show an increase of 2 per cent. Much of the re- 
duction from last year is due to the decline in the price of 
cotton and not to any diminution in the industry of the country, 
our shipments of cotton goods having been of 8 per cent. less 
money value than in October, 1866, although in their quantity 
there was an increase of 114 per cent. Of colton yarn the 
value of our shipments was only fractionally greater than in 
October of last year, while in quantity they experienced an 
augmentation of 16 per cent. As regards most other branches 
of business these returns indicate much dulness, iron manufac- 
tures, which show an increase of 13 per cent., again forming the 
most prominent exception. There has been a decrease of 3 per 
cent. in our shipments of earthenware, of 16 per cent. in haber- 
dashery, 9 per cent. in hardware, and 6 per cent. in silk manu- 
factures, Linen manufactures also figure for a falling off of 22 
per cent. in value, and 17 per cent. in quantity. In the expor- 
tation of woollen yarns there has been an increase of 10 per 
cent. The value of the exports for the ten months ended 31st 
October was £153,051,639, against a total of £158,832,792 for 
the corresponding period of last year, showing a decrease for the 
present year of £5,781,153, or 3 per cent. The value of the 
total imports into this country in the month of September last 
was £20,515,695, against £18,356,015 in September, 1866, 
showing an increase in favour of the present year of £2,159,680, 
or 10 per cent. Taking the whole period of nine months 
into consideration there is still noticeable a falling off, the im- 
ports during that period of the present year amounting in value 
to £161,963,750, against £174,168,898 for 1866, exhibiting a 
decrease for this year of £12,205,148, or 9 percent. As re- 
gards the imports in October, that important article—cotton— 
shows remarkable uniformity, upon a comparison of the three 
years, but there is more fluctuation in breadstuffs. The im- 
ports of wheat in October, 1867, were 2,874,854 cwts., against 


1,830,569 cwts, in October, 1866, and 3,058,269 cwts. in 
October, 18665.

Con- 
gous—Siftings, both Moning and Kaisow kind, continue in demand, and 
prices show a further rally of $d. per lb, Broken-leaf are steady at full 
prices. Fair to good common have been sold from 113d. to 113d. per Ib. 
fair to good flavoury kinds remained difficult of sale at from 1s. to 1s. 5d.’ 
perlb. Good to fine Kaisows show no alteration. There has been a moderate 
inquiry for the finest. Pak Lings remain as before. Common to fair 
black-leaf have been sold from 1144, to 1s. per lb., being previous prices; 
in good qualities of old import a few sales have been made at former prices. 
In new teas a chop of common has been sold at 1s., fair from 1s. 5d. to 
1s. 8d., and good from 1s. 9d. to 2s.; fine have been dull of sale, but a few 
finest. have been sold at from 2s. 5d. to 2s. 7d. per Ib. Fair to good Oolongs 
have sold without reserve at public sale at a decline of 1d. to 2d. per Ib. ; 
fine to finest remain better supported. Souchongs have become difficult of 
sale, owing to further arrivals, and prices have ruled lower—from 2s, to 
2s. 8d. per Jb. for good to finest. Scented Capers show no material alteration, 
except that fine kinds have sold easier. Canton Orange Pekoes remain 
difficult of sale, and at public auction went fully 1d. per lb. lower. Fro- 
chow kinds have sold to some extent from 2s. to 2s. 4d. per Ib. for good to 
fine kinds. Capers also selling well. In Uncoloured Japans there is not 
any new feature. Green Teas: These have sold steadily, nearly the whole of 
those per Agamemnon and a portion per Lennox Castle having found 
purchasers at very full prices. Finest No. 1 Pingsuey gunpowders hare 
sold as high as 4s. 2d. per Ib., with other kinds in proportion. Canton 
Gunpowders show no alteration. The public sales of China teas on the 3rd 
instant comprised only 7,917 packages, of which 7,577 packages were sold, 
all being without reserve. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 30th 
ult. was estimated at 74,000,000 Ibs., against 89,500,000 Ibs., and the 
quantity afloat at 42,636,700 lbs, against 40,274,000 lbs. The deliveries 
for home consumption during the first ten months of the current year 
amount to 90,068,124 Ibs., against 85,830,602 Ibs. in 1866, and 
82,096,421 lbs. in 1865. The imports at the end of October, 1866, were 
nearly twenty millions in excess of the imports in 1865, being 103,057,208 
Ibs. in 1866, against 83,908,179 Ibs. in 1865. During the present year the 
imports have amounted to 98,320,414 lIbs., a quantity which, though more 
than four millions below the imports of 1866, is almost fifteen millions 
over those of the first ten months of 1865. The exports show but little 
variation, amounting in round numbers to twenty-eight, twenty-five, and 
twenty-seven millions, for the years 1865, 1866, and 1867 respectively. 

Strk.—In China Silk, chop Tsatlees are in great demand, and 29s. has 
been paid for No. 3; medium and fair descriptions have also been largely 
dealt in at improved prices, 25s. 6d. being to-day the quotation for Red 
Peacocks ; inferior qualities, both of Tsatlee and Taysaam, are however 
comparatively neglected. Japans are scarce and much wanted, and the 
next arrivals, if good, will doubtless realise higher prices. Deliveries from
